Governor Olson expressed the 
belief that the action regarding 
the Rose Bowl game would set a 
precedent for other scheduled 
holiday season football games on 
the west coast. 

The Governor’s telegram said: 

“General John L. DeWitt, com- 
manding general, Western Defense 
Command, has requested that the 
Pasadena Tournament of Roses 
and Rose Bowl football game, 
scheduled for New Year’s Day, be 
not held, and that arrangements 
therefore be abandoned for rea- 
sons of national defense and civil- 
lan protection, 

“I join General DeWitt in this 
request, which is supported by re- 
quests received by General De- 
Witt and myself from groups of 
the civilian population of the 
Pasadena and southern California 
area.

How To Eseape 


Bombing ears

Get a Job and Work at it 
During Blitz, She 
Advises. 


(Inez Robb learns first hand 
from Lady Astor, the for- 
mer Nancy Langhorne, of 
Virginia, what to do in a blitz 
air raid. The chief idea, says 
the American-born mayoress 
of much-bombed Plymouth, 
is to do something.) 

By INEZ ROBB. 

LONDON, Dec. 13.—(INS)— 
Hard work and plenty of it dur- 
ing an air raid doesn’t leave any 
time for terror, Nancy Lady As- 
tor, mayoress of oft-blitzed Plym- 
outh told me tonight. 

“Get a job and work at it dur- 
ing the blitz,” is her sound ad- 
vice to millions of American 
women who are facing possible 
air raids in Nancy’s native land. 


The formidable Nancy has faith 
in her own people’s ability to take 
it and still keep going. 

Terrors Forgotten. 

“The terrors of bombing are not 

terrors at all, if you have some- 


dreadnaught who has put out in- 
cendiaries, helped with all sorts 
of work, fed, comforted and cloth- 
ed the homeless, and visited the 
injured — completely unperturbed 
hy tons of bombs fairly raining on 
Pivmouth. 

“As long as you havea job to 
do,” you haven't time to be fright- 
ened,” she said. “That's some- 
thing gall American women will 
realize quickly. 

“Above all else, get a job for 
yourself. Work in the innumera- 
ble branches of civilian defense, 
no canteens, or welfare branches. 
Work is the secret. Keep busy. 

“If you have to help others, you 
haven't time to be afraid yourself. 
If you haven't time to think of 
vourself, you haven't time to be 
frightened—no matter how much 
vour subconscious may be shak- 
ing 

No Time for Panic. 

“When you put out fire bombs, 
or do any of a thousand other 
tasks which are imperative dur- 
ing a blitz, you have no time for 
panic,” declared the voice of ex- 
nerience—with a slight Virginia 
accent 

“America will behave exactly 
like England under such an emer- 
gency,” she continued. “Air raids 
won't frighten or panic Americans 
but will only stiffen their courage 
and determination as they have 
here 

“No one can exaggerate the 
calm courage of everyday people 
when they have to take it. 

“But for mercy’s sake, don’t feel 
sorry for yourself!

Midway Still 
In U. S. Hands, 


Cable Indicates 


‘Okay Love,’ Is Message 
Received Here From 
Marine. 


American Marines still had the 

Situation In hand and were hold- 
ing possession of Midway island 
at 8:30 o'clock (Midway _ time) 
Friday night, a cablegram re- 
ceived here yesterday morning in- 
Gicated. 

Only two words were on the 
message, received at 2 o’clock yes- 
terday morning in  Atlanta-- 
“Okay Love,” but it meant the 
American flag still flew over Mid- 
way island and the situation was 
sufficiently well in hand for de- 
fenders to take time off to cable 
loved ones back home that they 
were safe. 

The Japs had claimed Monday 
to have occupied the island out- 
post 

The message, which was re- 
ceived by Mrs. J. M. Bannister 
of 570 Griffin street, N. W., from 
her grandson, Horace G. Karr. 18, 
a private in the Marine force, 
showed the lines of communica- 


Japanese hands, and that at the 
time the message was filed the 
island was not under heavy siege. 

This was the first word from 
her grandson Mrs. Bannister had 
received since November 17. 

Karr, who formerly attended 
Maddox Junior High school, en- 
listed in the Marines in July, 
1939. Both his parents are dead, 
and he was reared in Atlanta by 

grandmother. 

Fear for his safety was inten- 
sified Tuesday night by the words 
of President Roosevelt, who said 
the nation should be prepared to 
receive news that Guam, Wake 
and Midway islands had been 
captured by the Japanese.

In Coosa Area 


Farmers in Eight North- 
west Georgia Counties 
Meet Monthly.

ROME, Ga., Dec. 13.—-Farmers 
In the eight counties of the Coosa 
River Soil Conservation Distrii 
have organized “soll Sa\ 
clubs,” which meet monthly 
discussions of seasonal activities 
according to J. V. Webb. area 
conservationist of the Soil Con- 
servation Service. 

District supervisors, county 
agents, and Soil Conservation 
Service technicians meet with the 
furmers and take part in the dis- 
cussions at these meetings, Mr 
Webb reports. Farmers contrib- 
ute their experiences in conser. 
vation farming and offer sugges- 
tions. 

The Flovd county club has 
worked out an agreement with 
the county commissioners where- 
by the latter furnish the county 
terracing association three power 
units to do terracing during the 
peak seasons. A_ specially ap- 
pointed committee of tne county 
association routes the equipment 
and collects all moneys. 

Although these clubs do not 
contemplate becoming buying and 
selling associations, Mr. Webb 
points out, they are assisting ther 
members in procuring and dispos- 
ing of sericea seed and kudzu 
crowns. 

For example, Posey Duvolev 
member of the Floyd county club, 
had 1,000 pounds of sericea seed 
for sale. Ten other -‘nembers 
needed 100 pounds each (for 
planting next year. Through the 
club, Dooley found a market for 
his seed and the 10 members ob- 
tained the seed they needed for

Men From 19 to 44, In- 
clusive, Would Be 
Liable for Duty. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—(4)—

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Georgia Defense Problem 

While the problem of civilian defense is, 
probably, chiefly the problem of municipalities 
and local governmental subdivisions, it is eS- 
sential, if it is to be successfully organized, 
that the state likewise take an extremely active 
part. 

For instance, one of the most vital and dif- 
ficult things to do to meet a sudden attack 
from the air, is to achieve an effective blackout. 

his can only be done through a local, specially 
trained and reliable air-raid warden organi- 
Zation. 

But, after the city has been completely 
blacked out, the effectiveness is utterly lost 
unless the areas beyond municipal limits are 
likewise thoroughly darkened. 

For instance, every highway leading into 
Atlanta is lined with lighted advertising, with 
the lights of roadside business establishments, 
etc. If. on reaching the limits of a blacked out 
city. these highway lights suddenly cease, it will 
expose to the enemy pilot that the black area 
is artificially darkened—therefore a city or 
other vital area—just as effectively as if it had 
been left in full blaze. 

It is essential, if blackout is to be enforced, 
that stringent laws be enacted, providing stiff 
penalties for all violators. In every locality there 

re some, even if not more than half a dozen 
in a great city, who will not voluntarily join 
with their fellow citizens in full co-operation. 
In case of a blackout just a few of these can 
make all the effort of the entire city of no avail. 
To handle these recalcitrants the power of the 
law is essential. 

And. to make that law effective, it must be 
a state-wide law. Take again, as example, the 
city of Atlanta. A city ordinance can reach 
those within the city limits, but there is a large 
population outside the limits, who can. be 
touched only by state law. 

Transportation systems must be blacked out. 
Buses. street cars, trains, etc., must be darkened 
if the blackout is to be effective. Again, for all 
such vehicles that operate beyond city limits, 
state law is required. 

And how about the airway beacons that now 
dot the commercial routes all over the country? 
They can lead enemy planes to the big cities 
just as effectively as they lead our own com- 
mercial planes to the desired airports. Perhaps 
this particular problem should be dealt with 
by the federal government, rather than the 
State. 

There is money to be provided, for .much 
of the work of civilian defense is costly. There 
are supplies and equipment to be bought for 

ll the various classes of defense organizations. 
Poor people who, perhaps, cannot afford to buy 
material essential to a proper darkening of the 
windows of their homes, must be provided with 
that material nevertheless. 

The job is vast, yet if it is not done properly 
it is a waste of time and effort to attempt to 
at all. 

would seem that the one agency which 

provide the legal and financial machin- 
ery for the proper operation of civilian defense 
in Georgia is the legislature. It should pass nec- 
essary laws for the emergency and provide the 
considerable funds that will be required— 
quickly—to finance the work. 

It looks as though an immediate special ses- 
sion of the legislature is most urgently needed.

Spreading the Job 

Report by the National Industrial Confer- 
ence Board shows that, in recent months, the 
middle west, the south and the west have been 
getting a steadily increasing percentage of 
defense contracts. A smaller part of the 
contracts have been going to the concentrated 
industrial centers of the east and the middle 
Atlantic states. 

This trend is a good one. It spreads the job 
of defense among a greater ratio of American 
factories and areas and thus is helpful to the 
economic status of the entire nation. Moreover, 
in event of war, it leaves the war industry plant 
of the nation more diffused and thus better 
protected against enemy action, either by actual 
war attack or through the agency of saboteurs 
and spies. 

It was inevitable that in the opening phases 
of the gigantic defense program the great 
industrial plants should be the first to take 
over the task of producing those machines and 
equipment needed either by our own forces or 
by our fighting Allies. They were more quickly 
available and they could more quickly reach 
that speed of output, in large quantity, that is 
essential. 3 

It takes longer to get into operation the 
smaller plants scattered over many sections 
but, eventually, it is necessary they too be 
drawn into the defense picture. This is now 
being done and, as the defense and war effort 
continues, this will, undoubtedly, be more and 
more true. 

There has been some impatience, in Georgia 
and other states, with the apparent favoritism 
shown other sections in the awarding of defense 
contracts. The explanation is, plants already in 
operation in these sections enabled quick 
adaptation to war needs. In many southern 
states complete new plants had to be built. 

But in the future grounds for this criticism 
will grow smaller, as the work is spread, more 
and more, over every section of the country as 
rapidly as circumstances permit.

| of world, It is in reality Decem- | 
ber 7 vs. December 14. | 
It will be well worth our time, 
'even in these critical hours, to. 
| pause and consider the meaning | 
| of the Bill of Rights which we are | 
commemorating on this December 
|14, because it is true that our 
greatest blessings are so familiar | 
to us that we do not appreciate 
them until we are in danger of 
losing them. And these blessings 
of the Bill of Rights: can only be 
seen in their radiant clearness | 
| when contrasted with the com- 
plete “black-out” of all such rights 
by the Axis powers which now 

seek to conquer us. 
Our Blessings. | 

It will be wholesome to read this 
Sunday, to the accompaniment of 
our church bells, sounding out their 
golden invitation to every form of 
worship, “Congress shall make no 

law respecting an establishment of 
religion, or prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof.’ Think again 
how fundamental that freedom 
of worship is to all freedoms. No| 
government authority may say to| 
us where or when or how we are| 
to worship, nor even that we must) 
worship at all: But within the) 
sanctuary of one’s own spirit he | 
may choose the supreme authority} 
of his own soul. That is the rea-| 
son there follows at once, because | 
'it grows out of this religious free-| 
dom, that, “Congress shall make) 
no law abridging the free-. 
|dom of speech, or of the press, or| 
ithe right of the people peaceably 
to assemble, and to petition the| 
government for a redress of griev-| 
ances.” The reason for all this was| 
sounded in our immortal Declara-| 
tion, when our forefathers made} 
their definition of a man: ‘All men) 
are endowed by their Creator with) 
certain inalienable rights.” He. Is 
divinely created, and his rights 
are after all divine rights, and no 
government can usurp the power 
of God and-take them from -him. 

Yes. We ought to read the entire 
Bill of Rights today. Read the sixth, 
pargraph, for instance, as we think 
of what it would mean to live un-| 
der the domination of Nazi Japan: | 
“In all criminal prosecutions, the 
accused shall enjoy the right to a 
speedy and public trial by an im- 
partial jury.’ Contrast this with 
the secret police procedures of 
the Axis powers, and then under- 
stand more clearly what is meant 
by this war’s being a conflict be- 
tween two conceptions of govern- 
ment. 

Let it be clearly understood this 
| Sunday, as we celebrate the adop- | 
tion of our Bill of Rights, that we. 
are at war with all the Axis pow- 
ers. Indeed, from the time Hit- 
‘ler came to power, plundering and_| 
'murdering Jews in the streets of 
' Berlin, this Bill of Rights nation| 
of ours has been at war with every | 
_Nazi-kind of nation, because the 
| Bill of Rights can’t live where a 
Hitler rules, and thank God, a Hit- 
ler can’t rule where a Bill of! 
tights is in force. Sunday is in- 
deed a good day to celebrate the 
150th anniversary of the enact- 
ment of this great charter of our 
liberties, because in church, ca- 
thedral and synagogue, or in the 
privacy of our own hearts, we may 
| thank God for this supreme gift. 

And, too, we may sacrediy and 
i'solemnly dedicate ourselves—all 
—tn the, 
defense of those God-given rights.

Anderson Scruggs, the Atlanta 
poet, has just issued his second 
volume of poems, “Ritual for My- 
self,” certainly a most welcome 
gift, a volume showing increas- 
ing maturity of thought, a surer 
technique and a riper beauty. 

There are other volumes worth 
mentioning, to be sure, but space 
limitations prevent a further list. 

Books around your Christmas 
tree will provide many evenings 
of sheer enjoyment during these 
long winter evenings.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13. 
(INS)—Once the combined power 
of the Allied nations begins to 
mount, the power of Japan’s of- 
fensive will begin to wane and 
continue on the downgrade until 
ultimately her position as a lead- 
ing military and naval power has 
come to an end. Her defeat will 
flow, inevitably, from lack of re- 
sources of modern industry and 
modern warfare.

Pearl Harbor ranks with Gi- 
braltar and Singapore as among 
the most powerful naval bases in 
the world. In fact, it is better 
situated, strategically, than either 
of the two others. Dutch harbor, 
on the other hand, while well lo- 
cated, ices not yet possess ade- 
quate base facilities and its for- 
tifications have not yet been com- 
pleted. As for the Panama Ca- 
nal, that is heavily fortified and 
being so far distant is less vul- 
nerable from Japanese attack. 

Tokyo is centrally located in 
the northwestern sector, being 
2,500 miles from Dutch Harbor, 
2,800 miles from Singapore, and 
3,400 miles from Pearl Harbor— 
1,200 miles less than the distance 
between Pearl Harbor and Pan- 
ama. It is thus the strategic cen- 
ter of the western half of the 
triangle. 

Many Obstacles. 

In carrying the war to Japan 
the United States Navy will have 
to overcome many obstacles, the 
principal one being the tremen- 
dous distances involved. By way 
of parenthesis, the distances cov-

Moreover, it was hoped by the 
Axis, in starting the Pacific con- 
flict, to distract American aid from 
Britain, Russia and China. Un- 
doubtedly, the move will succeed 
partially in this respect, though 
for only a short period until 
American production reaches its 
peak. Meanwhile, Hitler will ben- 
efit momentarily because the im- 
perative demands of the Ameri- 
can and other allied forces in the 
Orient will necessitate a tempo- 
rary diminution in the volume of 
supplies being sent to the United 
Kingdom and to the British fronts 
in the Near East. 

By opening up another and new 
front, allied military, naval and 
air forces might also have to be 
withdrawn from other theaters to 
assist in prosecuting the Far East- 
ern war, which would be a great 
help to the Nazi effort in the areas 
concerned. 

One outstanding incidence in 
this connection would be in rela- 


ition to the American naval par- 


ticipation. It might be necessary 
to transfer some major naval units 


from the Atlantic to the Pacific.

It would not be wise for so many people to gather in 
any such body on the west coast under existing conditions.

There have not been any other Army requests to cartcel 
the remaining bowls—the Sugar, Orange and Cotton. The 

nnual East-West Shrine game at San Francisco has been 
cancelled because of location.

In fact, it may be a better game for them the 
next time. Duke really wants to play Southern California 
again. There wouldn’t be too much honor associated with 
licking Oregon State. 


Because of its critical geographical location, the 
Pacific coast is expected to ban any large gatherings, 
sports or otherwise, until such time as tension is 
relieved. 


Georgia Tech and California did not wait for Army re- 
quests to cancel their post-season game. The Jackets and 
Bears were due to play at Berkeley on December 27. 


The game between University of California, Los An- 
geles, and the University of Florida, to be played this 
Saturday at Jacksonville, will go on. It’s all a matter of 
Geor graphy. 

And for that reason, there is not likely to be any inter- 
ruption of the other bowl schedules.

Sports regulate the nation’s great emotional safety 
valve. Folks can go to football, baseball, basketball, boxing, 
etc.. and let off steam in a harmless manner. 

Furthermore, organized sports constitute big business. 
The investments are tremendous. And so those who have 
contributed so liberally to the public entertainment are 
entitled to fair consideration.

In third place, four strokes off 
the pace, came Sam Snead of Hot 
Springs, Va., still plagued by a 
wavering putter. He posted a 
36-34—-70 today. 

Nelson's game was superb ex- 
cept on the putting surface. He 
hit 14 of the 18 greens, two of 
the misses coming on par three 
holes. 

Firing six birdies and two 
bogeys, the former national open 
champion made the turn in one- 
under 34, then sent home a 15-foot 
putt on the 18th for his 32. 

Only a magnificent comeback 
saved Hogan’s lead, gained the 
first day when he posted a course 
record equalling 64. He was three 
over par on the first four holes, 
but birdied the fifth, sixth and 
eighth to catch up. His deuce on 
the eighth was earned with a suc- 
cessful 70 foot chip. 

Just missing a birdie on the 
16th, Hogan needed to cut one 
stroke from par on the final two 
holes to keep his margin over 
Nelson, who already had finished. 
He did it on the long 17th, a heart- 
breaker for most of the field with 
his great second shot and putt.

Peruvian Town 


Volcano Eruption Men- 
tioned as Cause; Many 


Said Killed. 


LIMA, Peru, Dec. 13.—(A)—A 
massive wall of water and mud 
roared with express speed today 
through a part of Huaraz, depart- 
ment capital 174 miles from here, 
and first reports said a third of 
_the town was destroyed and many 
residents killed. 

Meager accounts reaching Lima 
over crippled communications 
mentioned the presence of vol- 
canic lava, leading to the belief 
that an eruption of the Rataquen- 
hua volcano, near Huaraz, had set 
the waterslide, or “huayco,” in 
motion. 

Such slides have been experi- 
enced in that part of Peru as a 
result of the bursting of huge 
pools of mud and water collecting 
in the Andean hills. 

Today’s slide swept down Que- 
brada canyon, through which the 
Quileay river winds past Huaraz. 
The lower part of the city was 
reported wiped out,

Night Launching Marks 
Record; Event Two 
Weeks Ahead. 


QUINCY, Mass., Dec. 13.—(#)— 
Bethlehem Steel Company offi- 
cials claimed a new world’s ship- 
building record tonight when a 
12,700-ton tanker slid down the 
ways of the huge Fore River yard 
ey tly 76 days after her keel was 
ai 

The previous record for building 
a sizable ship in the ustal fashion 
was 119 days, a title also held by 
the Fore River yard. This same 
plant put together a destroyer in 
45 days during World War I, but 
this vessel was built by ie pre- 
fabricated method. 

A cold, steady rain drenched a 
crowd. of well-dressed onlookers 
as the tanker, Sinclair H-C, was 
christened by Mrs. John W. Sin- 
clair, of Smithtown, N, Y., daugh- 
ter of E. W. Sinclair, president of 
the Sinclair Refining Company. 

The 6 p. m. launching was the 
first such event held at night in 
the history of the Fore River yard. 

Ship workers who helped to set 
the new world record cheered as 
the tanker slid into the water. The 
hull had been labeled as project 
No. 1,491, and many of the work- 
ers wore big buttons carrying the 
Slogan, “91 in 90 days. 

The work progressed so fact, 
however, that 14 days were clipped 
from the original goal. 


U. S. Sugar Stocks 
Frozen by OPM 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 —(A)— 
The OPM today froze Sugar stocks 
in the United States and limited 
new deliveries by importers and 
refiners to 1940 levels. The move 
was designed to “prevent possible 
hoarding or speculation.” 

Emphasizing that there was no 
immediate or imminent sugar 
shortage, officials said the order 
would assuré normal supplies to 
industrial and civilian consumers 
and would prevent further in- 
creases in some 500,000 tons of 
sugar already built up as reserve 
Supplies this year by jobbers, in- 
dustrial users and wholesalers. 

Under the order, all such stocks 
in excess of 60 days supply are 
frozen immediately and no re- 
ceiver may accept delivery of ad- 
ditional sugar from a refiner or 
importer if his stock on hand ex- 
ceeds 30 days supply.

If bombs start téfall near you, lie down. You will feel the 

last least that way, escape fragments or splinters. 

The safest place is under a good stout table—the stronger the 
legs the better. 

A mattress under a table combines comfort with safety. 

The enemy may use explosive bombs or incendiary bombs, or 
both. If incendiaries are used, it’s more important to deal with 
them than to be safe from blast. So defeat the incendiary witha 
spray (never a splash or stream) of water, then go back to safety 
under a table in a refuge room. 

Most raids will likely be over 1n your immediate neigh- 
borhood in a short time. However, stay under cover till the 
‘all clear’’ 1s sounded. 

Know your raid alarms. Know the “all clear’. Official news 
of these will come to you from your Air Raid Warden. Don’t 
believe rumors. Watch this paper for air raid alarm description. 
Ask the warden when he comes. 

Should your house be hit, keep cool. Answer tappings from 
rescue crews if you are trapped. (You most likely won’t be 
either hit or trapped, but if you are, you can depend on rescue 
squads to go after-you). Again-—-keep cool, and wait. Don’t 
yell after you hear them coming to you, unless they tell you to. 
Keep cool! 

Just keeping cool hurts the enemy more than anything else. 
Stay at home. Put out lights. 


2. STAY HOME 


‘The safest place in an air raid is at home. 

If you are away from home, get under cover in the nearesf 
shelter. Avoid crowded places. Stay off the streets. 

The enemy wants you to run out into the streets, create a 
mob, start a panic. Don't doit! 

If incendiary bombs fall, play a spray from a garden hose 
(never a splash or stream) of water on the bomb. Switch to a 
stream to put out any fire started by the bomb. Switch back to 
a spray for the bomb. The bomb will burn for about 15 min- 
utes if left alone, only about 2 minutes undera fine water 
spray. AJjet splash, stream or bucket of water will make 
it explode: 

Under raid conditions, keep a bathtub and buckets full of 
water for the use of the fire department in case water mains 
are broken. 

If you have a soda-and-acid extinguisher (the kind you turn 
upside down), use it with your finger over the nozzle to make a 
spray. Don’t use the chemical kind (small cylinders of liquid) 
on bombs. It is all nght for ordinary fires. 

But above all, keep cool, stay home. 

Choose one member of the family to be the home air-raid 
warden—who will remember all the rules and what to do, 
Mother makes the best. 


ov. STAY AWAY FROM 
WINDOWS 


Glass shatters easily, so stay away from windows. 

Don’t go to windows and look out, in an air raid. It isa 
dangerous thing, and helps the enemy. The Air Raid Warden 
is out there watching for you. Again we say, get off the streets 
if planes come over. : 

At night, there is danger of being caught in blast from explo- 
sives. 

Antiaircraft fire means falling shrapnel. You are safe from 
it indoors, away from windows. It’s more important to shell a 
plane than it 1s to see it from a window. 

Stay in your refuge room, away from windows. That is the 
safest place. Go there at the first alarm; stay there until the 
“‘all clear’. 

Above all, keep calm. Stay home. ‘Put out lights. Lie 
down. Stay away from windows. Do not say we are re- 
peating; we would rather repeat until we bore you than have 
you forget. 

You can do all those things without any special equipment 
other than what you have now in your home. 

You can help lick the Japs, with your bare hands, if you will 
do just those few, simple things. 

Be a good fellow and follow instructions and keep well. Do 
not be a wise guy and get hurt.

Whether or not black-out is ordered, don’t show more light 
than is necessary. If planes come over, put out or cover all 
lights at once—don’t wait for the black-out order. The light 
that can’t be seen will never guide a Jap? Remember a candle 
light may be seen for miles from the air. 

If you have portieres, overdrapes, or curtains, arrange a 
double thickness over your windows. Blankets willdo. If you 
have heavy black paper, paste it on your windows. Don’t 
crowd or stampede stores to get it, however. You probably 
have everything you need at home. Be ingenious—improvise. 

Should you get an air-raid warning, remember to shut off 
gas stoves, gas furnaces, and gas pilot lights on both. Bomb 
explosions may blow them out from blast effect. Gas that 
collects may be explosive later. 

Prepare one room, the one with the least window glass, in the 
strongest part of your house, for a refuge room. Put food and 
drinking water init. Puta sturdy table init. Put mattresses 
and chairs init. Take a magazine or two and a deck of cards 
into it. Take things like eyeglasses and dentures with you 
when you go into it. Take toilet facilities, paper, a screen. 
If you have a portable radio, take that too. Above all, keep 
calm, Stay at home. Put out lights. 
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6 YOU CAN HELP 


Strong, capable, calm people are needed to man the volunteer 
services. If you want to help, there are lots of opportunities. 

If you know first aid, and have a certificate, there is an imme- 
diate job for you. If you are a veteran, or a former volunteer 
or regular fireman, or policeman, there is work for you. If you 
have no special skills but are strong and husky, there is a job for 
you in rescue squads, road-repair units, or demolition and 
clearance squads. If you have and can drive a car, you may be 
needed for drivers’ corps. Older Boy and Girl Scouts over 15 
can help as messengers. Both men and women are needed. 

Here’s how to get started: 

If there’s a Civilian Defense Volunteer Office in your com- 
munity, call there and ask where to report. If not, call your 
local Defense Council or Committee, or the Chamber of Com- 
merce. Phone and ask where to report, rather than going in 
person.

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EeaWHAT TO DO IN A BLACKOUT 


HE effectiveness of a blackout system depends upon 

the knowledge and the co-operative spirit of the 
people at large. All concerned must realize fully that 
planning and advance preparation contribute most to the 
effectiveness of a blackout. This advance planning and 
preparation requires long, painstaking, and many times 
unnoticed, prior effort. Too often these efforts may appear 
to some extent to be expended on relatively unimportant 
details. But an effective blackout is not achieved by spec- 
tacular efforts at the beginning of or during an air raid. 
Except for meeting contingencies, little or nothing can be 
done to increase the effectiveness of a blackout while a raid 
is iM progress. 

It is inherent strength of character which enables a 
people to survive air raids. The knowledge that everything 
thot can be one has been done will enable a people to 
stand by each other and care tor themselves. 


Blackout Training and Procedure 


HE duty of the different Civilian Defense services is the pro- 
tection of the civilian population at all times and under all 
conditions. The critical time in the operations of all such 
services is during blackouts. Special skill is required for work at 
night (sometimes in total darkness), because new and additional 
difficulties are encountered which do not have to be overcome dur- 
ing hours of daylight or when normal lighting is permissible. The 
training of members of Civilian Defense services should not be 
considered complete until all are experienced in working effectively 
under blackout conditions. 

All night every night blackouts over the whole vast area of 
the United States will probably never be required. Areas within 
300 to 600 miles of enemy front lines or the seacoast probably 
will be required to black out every night. Distant interior areas 
should be prepared to initiate blackout procedure when advised by 

ivilian Defense authorities. Several types of warning will be used. 

A blackout comes under the heading of passive defense. It is 
passive only in the sense that it provides no direct means of fighting 
back against the bombers. On the ground there is intense activity. 
The first element to come into use is the Military Aircraft Warning 
service. This service spots the enemy bombers before they reach 

yojectives, notifies all areas in.time so that warning alarms 
may be given. A most important factor in the civilian warning sys- 
tem is the decision as to when and where to give the alarm. It must 
be realized what effect blackouts will exert on military and com- 
mercial ship, railway, air and motor traffic; what vital war produc- 
tion will be affected and how; which factories can afford to shut 
down and which can or must risk carrying on production. 

A city in an alerted area ordinarily is kept dark, except for faint 
bights at traffic lights, 
such as railway stations. Motor and other traffic ordinarily use 
dimmed lights, all windows are obscured, and all outside or exposed 
lights are extinguished. Rigorous measures are taken against any 
who fail to comply with the provisions of blackout regulations. 

At the end of the raid an “all clear” signal will mean that the 
immediate danger is past and that the area may resume such re- 
stricted lighting as may be authorized under the alert condition for 
that area. The old peacetime blaze of lights cannot be restored be- 
cause angther air attack may be launched, taking advantage of the 
oppo! = which complete lighting affords. 

Once ‘We air raid warnings are sounded the actions taken will be 
as planned. Predetermined procedure which has been rehearsed 
and is known to all should be followed rather than attempt to impro- 
vise any new procedure. 

ACTION AFTER BLACKOUTS 

Immediately after the “all clear” signal, thorough inspection 
should be made of all blackout devices and facilities with the object 
of putting them immediately in condition for further use. Where a 
device is an essential one and no substitute will serve, repairs should 
be progressive so that all devices are placed in the best possible 
operating conditjon for use every night until final repairs have been: 
completed. Replacements of personnel, equipment and transportation 
be secured from the proper sources to maintain defense 
services at full strength at all times. 

Accurate reports should be submitted with recommendations for 
changes and improvements in procedures. Independent reports 
should be co-ordinated with those submitted by the organizations 
concerned. Reports should be analyzed to determine areas where 
failures to observe blackout instructions resulted in an increase in 
Casualties, damage, or interruption in rates of production. Plans 
should be revised to take advantage of any better or simpler pro- 
cedures evolved. Conclusions drawn from these reports should be 
used as a basis for instructions to decrease or increase the severity 
of blackout restrictions in future raids. 

Judicious praise and publicity should be given in the press and 
on the radio by name with citations for all outstanding achieve- 
ments accomplished during blackout operations. Without placing 
blame on any particular persons or organizations, matters of neg- 
ligence or violations of instructions should be pointed out and errors 
of judgment and execution should be corrected by indicating what 
better procedures must be followed. The maintenance of a high 
morale is most important if the blackout system, a naturally un- 
pleasant and difficult one to put into effect, is to continue to operate 
efficiently.

BLACKOUT 
AREAS 


In the blackout of vital locali- 
ties, area limits should be desig- 
nated according to strategic and 
industrial boundaries rather 
than by state, county or city 
boundaries. For example, the 
areas in which manufacturing is 
centered, such as those around 
Hartford, Boston and Provi- 
dence; or the Trenton, Philadel- 
phia, Wilmington area; or the 
Pittsburgh, Wheeling, Akron 
and Youngstown area —all of 
which lie in several states— 
should each be considered as a 
single entity rather than as in- 
‘dependent parts of the separate 
state or other political areas. To 
take full advantage of existing 
governmental agencies, such 
areas may be subdivided ac- 
cording to political boundaries, 
but the closest co-ordination 
must be effected hetween adja- 
cent agencies responsible for 
blackout control of all the vari- 
ous parts of the larger vital 
area. Slowness or negligence in 
any one sub-area will nullify 
blackout efforts of all the others 
with fatal results. 


SOURCES

Light-reflecting surfaces may 
be more difficult to conceal 
than primary light sources, Re- 
flections are minimized by 
shields limiting light dispersion, 
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by blackening or by covering 
smooth reflecting surfaces. A 
factory may be well blacked out 
but its glass windows and its 
roof, wall and yard surfaces 
may reflect light of the moon, 
stars, fires or flares very no- 
ticeably. The prevention of re- 
flection of light from very large 
smooth areas, such as_ wide 
roads, large rivers and lakes, is 
most difficult if not impossible 
in most cases. 


ANTIAIRCRAFT 
SEARCHLIGHT 


Where some or all of the anti- 
aircraft searchlights placed 
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about an area turn on their 
lights fully as soon as hostile 
planes approach any city or 
large installation, the eflective- 
ness of the blackout as a whole 
will be decreased, but protection 
of specific point targets will still 
be effective.

ADVICE TO 
THE INDIVIDUAL 

When you go out just before 
or after dark when blackouts 
are likely, always wear black- 
out equipment and other pro- 
tective apparel which may be 
required. When air raid warn- 
ings sound after dark during 
blackouts, don’t get panicky but 
proceed about your. business 
calmly and quietly without un- 
due haste. To run or shout will 
do no one any good and may 
set a bad example to those eas- 
ily frightened. Know the mean- 
ings of the various kinds of 
warning signals. Know where 
you want to go, think over in 
your own mind how far it is, 
your route, how many streets 
you cross and what turns must 
be made to avoid being lost. Use 
your flashlight, if permissible at 
all, as little as possible and then 
only for a few seconds ata time 
to check your location; never 
point it upward nor on any ob- 
ject such as a glass window or 
wet street which might reflect 
it upward, or cause a glow no- 
ticeable from the air. One per- 
son’s error might not be’ notice- 
able but many making the same 
error might well be so. “No 
smoking” in the open should be 
the invariable rule. Always pass 
and keep to the right, using the 
same courtesy and rules you 
should use in operating your au- 
tomobile. The man approach- 
ing from your right has the right 
of way. Be careful not to push 
persons walking next to the curb 
as they may be struck by cars 
running close to the curb using 
it as a guide line.

EN days ago, the Atlanta Chapter of the American Red Cross 
was a busy place. Women were reporting every day by the 
thousands to work in the respective services of the Red Cross.

X. THE MISSISSIPPI, A RIVER 


SCATTERS ITS RICHES.

ROM the Appalachians to 
the Rocky Mountains, from 

the Great Lakes to the Gulf 
of Mexico, stretches the valley 
of the Mississippi river—one of 
the largest and most productive 
valleys in the world. More than 
one scientist has called it an 
ideal home for man. 

Its broad, fertile fields of 
corn and wheat and _ cotton 
furnish food and clothing for 
millions of people. Its busy in- 
dustrial cities, grown great be- 
cause of convenient raw prod- 
ucts and good transportation, 
turn out about half the nation’ s 
manufactured goods. 


Hernando de Soto, the Span- 
ish explorer, little dreamed of 
the extent of his discovery when 
he first came upon the Missis- 
sippi river in 1541, near present- 
day Clarksdale, Miss. His inter- 
est was gold; he and his men 
merely crossed the river and 
pushed westward. 


It w: more than a hundred 
years later that Marquette and 
Joliet paddled down the Mis- 
sippi from the Wisconsin river 
to the mouth of the Arkansas 
river. In 1682, LaSalle follow- 
ed the Mississippi to its mouth. 

What did these men and 
later explorers find? 

The Mississippi has its source 
in the lakes and streams which 
empty into the clear cold waters 
of Lake Itasca, in Minnesota. 
Between the Falls of St. An- 
thony, at Minneapolis, and the 
mouth of the muddy Missouri, 
the river flows through bluff- 
lined land of natural beauty 
Below the mouth of the Ohio, 
the river is higher than its sur- 
rounding plain, for sediment has 
built up its bed. There the riv- 
er must be confined by artificial 
banks or levees. The sediment, 
too, has created a muddy, 
swampy delta as the Mississippi 
empties into the Gulf of Mexico. 

From Lake Itasca to its mouth, 
the Mississippi flows for nearly 
2.500 miles. No wonder that 
Algonquin Indians, using the 
name Missi Sipi, called it “Great 
Long River!” From the head- 
waters of the Missouri river in 
the northwest, the distance to 
the Mississippi’s mouth is about 
4.200 miles. That combined 
long- 
est river. 

The Mississippi river system, 
including all its tributaries, 
drains two-fifths of the United 
States, besides parts of the Ca- 
nadian provinces of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan. Only the jun- 
gle valley of the Amazon river 
in Brazil is larger. 

Nature has been 
kind to the Mississippi valley. 
Glaciers deposited rich _ soil 
there, and more soil was wash- 
ed down from the mountains. 
Rainfall is ample, and the hot 
summers are long enough, even 
in the north, for crops to ma- 
ture. The land is level or gent- 
ly rolling, so that machinery can 
be used to plant, cultivate and 
harvest the crops. 

So much wheat is grown in 
the northern and western parts 
of the valley that the region is 
popularly called “the bread- 
basket of the United States.” 
Corn, alt’ ough produced to some 
extent in every state, is concen- 
trated primarily south and east 
of the wheat belt. Other grains 
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—oats, rye, barley, and the like 
—also are raised in abundance. 
Much of the grain is fed to 
the millions of beef cattle, dairy 
cattle, hogs, sheep and chick- 
ens on Mississippi valley farms. 
Excellent pasture land also sup- 
plies food for their livestock. 

In the southern  »art of the 
Mississippi valley, cotton fields 
stretch both east and west of the 
river. Thriving in warm and 
rainy weather, cotton is particu- 
larly adapted to the rich soil of 
the Mississippi bottomlands. 
Sugar cane and rice also grow 
well in the southernmost section 
of the valley. 

To provide markets for the 
cotton, grain and livestock, cities 
developed not only along the 
Mississippi itself but through- 
out the valley. Minneapolis and 
St. Paul, in the wheat belt, be- 
came flour milling centers. Chi- 
cago, Kansas City, Omaha, St. 
Louis, and other cities acquired 
stockyards and meat packing 
plants. Cotton markets came 
into operation at such points as 
New Orleans and Memphis. 

Manufacturing has not been 
limted, however, to the process- 
ing of farm products. Some

parts of the Mississippi velley 
are rich in minerals—iron ore 
in Minnesota, gold in South Da- 
kota, lead in Missouri, zinc in 
Kansas, salt in Kansas, kla- 
homa and Louisiana, bauxite 
(aluminum ore) in Arkansas. In 
Illinois, Louisiana, Kansas, Ok- 
lahoma and Texas are vital oi! 
fields. 

Ever since the first settlement 
of its valley, the Mississippi has 
been a highway of commerce. 
A century ago, before the 
growth of the country’s network 
of railroads, its packet boats 
were at the height of their pop- 
ularity. Their story, chronicled 
by Mark Twain and other writ- 
ers, is a romantic and fascinat- 
ing one. Churning up foam 
with their paddle wheels, these 
shallow steamers carried cotton 
and other products up and down 
the river. About 1853, more 
than 3,300 steamboats docked at 
St. Louis within a year! 

The railroads, easily 
structed on the valley’s level 
ground, appeared to spell the 
end of large-scale river com- 
merce. During the 1914-18 
World War, however, emergency 
conditions caused the growth of 


con- 


’ 


barge and towboat traffic. Now 
there is a channel nine feet deep 
to Minneapolis and St. Paul. 
One tug often handles a string 
of barges carrying a load which 
would require 400 to 600 freight 
cars. 

Whenever low freight rates 
are more important than speed, 
river traffic is utilized. A 
canal and river route linking 
Lake Michigan at Chicago with 
the Mississippi has opened ship 
traffic to the Gulf of Mexico 
from the industrial cities of the 
Great Lakes. The Ohio and 
Missouri rivers also are used for 
hauling freight. 


Harnessing the Mississippi for 
this vital traffic has been no 
easy task. Floods below the 
mouth of the Ohio often have 
been serious. A complicated 
system of levees and spillways, 
however, now appears. to be 
keeping Ol’ Man River in che-'

How Hitler Covers the World 
By Espionage Is Told by Reiss 


TOTAL ESPIONAGE, by Curt 
Riess. G. P. Putnam’s Sons, 
New York. 318 pp. $2.75. 


Curt Riess’ “Total Espionage” 
is the most interesting war book 
of the month, not because spy 
stories always have had an odd 
fascination for the reader, but 
because it is not, strictly, a 
“spy book” at all. There are 
incidents of individual bravery 
and daring exploits to be sure. 
But Mr. Riess is writing about 
organizations and the aims and 
conduct thereof; he is not writ- 
ing entertainment. 

His story is detailed, but be- 
cause he is a practiced writer, 
the main story is perfectly clear, 
there is a quality of excitement 

the narrative much greater 
than one has a right to expect. 

It is the story, first, of the 
creation of the Nazi spy or- 
ganization, and its connection 
with the new problems of the 
Nazi state, as well as with the 
people and the purposes of im- 
perial Germany. There are, he 
a number of connecting 
among them one Colonel 
Nicol ai.- Not even the “new” 
idea that every national, wher- 
ever situated, must spy for the 
fatherland is really new, it 
seems. And the Geo-Political 
school is only one facet of a 
program. which includes_ as 
widely separated factors as the 
Bund in this country, and the 
German “schools” and “clubs” 
in South America. 

But it also is the story of the 
Deuxieme Bureau in France, 
which once wes the finest in- 
telligence service on the con- 
tinent, and which finally, Mr. 
Riess shows, was reduced to 
whitewashing several hundred 
traitors in the French army and 
@ great many of its own agents 
who developed Cagoulard sym- 
pathies and were selling France 
out to Italy and Germany. 

And there is the English In- 
telligence Service, which might 
have saved Europe if Cham- 
berlain had listened to it, and 
our own pathetic lack of any 
world-wide organization, and 
‘the remarkable Japanese fish- 
ing boat epidemic, and much, 
much more. 

The “much more” reaches its 
climax toward the end of the 
book when the author demon- 
strates how remarkably the 
lesson of total espionage has 
caught on in the occupied coun- 
tries. Nicolai, Himmler, et al., 
are now horrified, he shows, by 
the fact that whole countries 
such as Norway and Holland 
are vast reservoirs of spies, and 
that these unorganized agents 
have developed means of get- 
ting their information to Brit- 
ain. It is a neat twist of fate.

New Book News 


By JOHN E. DREWRY, 


Dean, Henry W. Grady : 


To his already wide range of 
activities, New York's Mayor 
Fiorello H, La Guardia has add- 
ed that of authorship. He has 
written the introduction for “A 
Maritime History of New York” 
(Doubleday, Doran), a project 
which has just been completed 
by a group of WPA writers. 


Despite his recent setback on 
the New York stage and a heavy 
lecture schedule which at pres- 
ent has him on the Pacific coast, 
Sinclair Lewis hopes to have a 
new novel ready by the fall of 
1942. His publisher (Random 
House) reports that “he has no 
further theatrical plans for the 
moment.” 


Some idea as to the quantity 
and range of written work re- 
quired of the President of the 
United States is suggested by the 
fact that “The Public Papers and 
Addresses of Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt” (Macmillan), just 
published, require four large 
volumes. Covering the years 
1937 through 1940, up to the 
third inaugural, these volumes 
preserve, among other things, 
messages to the congress, letters 
to Hitler, fireside chats, some of 
the President’s quips to his col- 
leagues, including his views on 
baseball, and transcripts of im- 
portant press conferences. Col- 
lected and arranged by Mr. 
Roosevelt’s friend and literary 
adviser, Samuel I. Rosenman, 
the work has a special introduc- 
tion and explanatory notes by 
the President himself. 


William Shirer’s “Berlin 
Diary” (Knopf) and A. J. Cro- 
nin’s “The Keys of the King- 
dom” (Little, Brown) recently 
qualified as members of the 
half-million club, a very select 
fictitious association of those 
books which have sold that 
many copies. During the past 
10 years only a few outstanding 
volumes, such as “Gone With 
the Wind” and “Anthony Ad- 
verse,” have reached such a 
high figure. The total on the 
Shirer book to date is 526,260 
copies and on the Cronin book, 
502,000 copies.. The latter has 
been sold to the movies. 

Two recent additions to the 
best-seller lists are Edna Fer- 
ber’s “Saratoga Trunk” (Dou- 
bleday, Doran) and Thomas 
Wolf’s “The Hills Beyond” 
(Harper). The first was an im- 
mediate best seller. 


Those who are interested in 
living gracefully and _ whole- 
somely after 40 may well turn 
to ‘‘Making the Most of the Rest 
of Life” (Abingdon-Cokesbury) 
by Dr. Karl Ruf Stolz, a lecturer 
on clinical psychology and a 
practitioner of mental hygiene. 

Containing much valuable in- 
formation and inspiration, in- 
cluding illuminating case stud- 
ies, this book was written so that 
“people ... no longer young 
(might) clarify their status in 
life... make wise adjustments 
to changed circumstances, and 
- « « Engage in suitable activi- 
ties.” The significance and wide 
appeal of such a work as this 
are emphasized by certain popu- 
lation trends which the author 
summarizes thus: 

“. « « From 1940 to 1980 the 
number of people in our coun- 
try 60 years of age and older 
will increase from 5 per cent of 
the total population to 20 per 
cent, and the number between 
20 and 60 from 43 to 55 per cent. 
During the same four decades 
the number under 20 will pro- 
portionately decline from 52 to 
25 per cent.” 

Dr. Stolz is dean of the Hart- 
ford School of Religious Educa- 
tion, holds higher degrees from 


School of Journalism, University of Georgia 


DR. KARL R. STOLZ, 
who in “Making the Most of the 
Rest of Life,” gives a new slant 
to the perennial theme of “life 

begins at forty.” 


Northwestern University and 
the University of Iowa, and is 
the author of several other 
books on applied psychology. 


H. L. Mencken’s autobiogra- 
phy seems to be well under way. 
The second installment, “News- 
paper Days: 1899-1906” (Knopf), 
a volume of some 313 pages, 
picks up the story where “Happy 
Days: 1880-1892,” published a 
couple of years ago, left off, and 
has all the vigor and charm 
which one has come to expect 
from the former editor of the 
American Mercury and the pro- 
lific author of a wide variety of 
scholarly and bombastic books.

man.” 

“IT believed then, and still be- 
lieve today,” writes Mr. Men- 
cken, “that the gaudy life that 
young newspaper reporters led 
in the major American cities at 
the turn of the century was the 
maddest, gladdest, damnedest 
existence ever enjoyed by mor- 
tal youth.” 

Such books as “Happy Days” 
and “Newspaper Days” make 
one a little impatient for the 
next installment of the Mencken 
memoir, which should include 
much juicy information about 
his work.as editor first of the 
Smart Set and then of the Mer- 
cury. 


Some years ago when Dale 
Carnegie and his book, ‘‘How to 
Win Friends and Influence Peo- 
ple,” were at the peak of their 
popularity, a satire’ entitled 
“How to Lose Friends and 
Alienate People” appeared and 
was widely read and enjoyed. A 
little later during the best-seller 
period of Dr. A. E. Hertzler’s 
“The Horse and Buggy Doctor,” 
another delightful burlesque, 
“Forse and Buggy Daze,” was 
published, and it, too, delighted 
many readers. Now along comes 
“Readers Digest Very Little, or 
a Treasury of the World’s Great- 
est Litter” (Howell, Soskin) by 
Irving D. Tressler, which in its 
way 1s as funny as its predeces- 
sors. It is good recreational 
reading and also excellent indi- 
rect promotion for a distinctive 
and worthwhile magazine.

lieve that they bring more 
pleasure thany any other one 
flower planted in our gardens. 
It is possible with only a small 
bed of roses containing as few 
as 25 bushes to cut thousands 
of roses during the summer. We 
remember one May morning last 
year when one Etoile de Hol- 
lande rose bush presented us 
with nine beautiful buds. The 
same plant continued to bloom 
all summer long and it was to 
mea joy. The success that you 
have or do not have with 
growing roses is largely due to 
soil conditions and thé manner 
in which these plants are 
planted. 

In addition, a properly plant- 
edrose, and one planted in good 
soil full of available plant food 
will reduce the amount of spray- 
ing and dusting required during 
the growing season. Undoubt- 
edly roses are very much like 
tumans in that a good, strong, 
healthy plant will require a 
creat deal less care than a weak, 
spindly one.

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grow at their very best. A sim- 
ple fact has been found to be 
true in most of thees tests and 
that is that roses need a slightly 
acid soil with a probable op- 
timum of pH 6.0, 

If you have not been success- 
ful in rose growing it might be 
well to investigate this possi- 
bility. There are simple soil- 
testing outfits that are rather 
inexpansive that may be pur- 
chased, or you may send a sam- 
ple of your soil to the State De- 
partment of Agriculture or to 
any of the more progressive 
fertilizer companies and your 
soil will be analyzed for you. If 
your soil is neutral or slightly 
sweet it will be necessary to re- 
duce the alkalinity by the ad- 
dition of certain acid-reacting 
materials. . 

Some of the more common 
acid reacting materials that are 
commonly used in rose garden: 
are peat humus, peatmoss, cof- 
fee grounds, used tea leaves, 
cotton seed meal, cotton seed 
hulls, motes. 

The continued use of these 
acid reacting materials will 
slowly change your soil from an 
alkaline reaction to an acid re- 
action. Two other materials 
commonly used for their pur- 
pose are sulphur and aluminum 
sulphate. Aluminum sulphate 
makes a more rapid change -in 
the soil and in order to reduce 
the pH value of 100 square feet 
of garden bed, one pH unit, it 
is necessary to use eight pounds 
of aluminum sulphate, if the 
PH value of your soil is 6.5 and 
you wish to reduce it to pH 5.5, 
say 3 pH units, 24 pounds of 
aluminum sulphate would be re- 
quired to show the results on 
this 100 square feet of garden 
bed. 

It is not wise to make these 
changes suddenly in an estab- 
lished rose bed, but it would be 
better to add these materials 
slowly from time to time, check- 
ing the bed at regular intervals. 

We cannot write an article 
about roses without referring to 
a few varieties that are our fav- 
orites. We warn you about 
these favorites before you read 
them, for we love red roses and 
you will find most of them are 
red varieties. Our favorite reds 
are Etoille de Hollande, Red 
Radiance, Christopher Stone and 
Crimson Glory.

They 
found a new

Heiberg glacier and arrived at 
the pole in 55 days. The jour- 
ney back required only 38 days, 
and they had 12 dogs and am- 
ple food when they returned to 
winter quarters. No attempt 
was made by the expedition to 
do any serious scientific .work, 
but it had performed the jour- 
ney in a remarkably short time 
considering the fact that had 
depended on dogs and sledges 
for all the transport work. 
DECEMBER 15, 1864. 
Battle of Nashville, in which 
Union troops under General 
Thomas scored a decisive vic- 
tory over Hood’s Army, vegan. 
On the first day of this dra- 
matic winter engagement Thom- 
as attacked with such fury that 
Hood’s left was crushed. The 
next day, while feinting and 
holding his left, Thomas plunged 
ahead on his right and, for the 
first time, drove a veteran Con- 
federate Army in disorder from 
a field of battle. This victory 
ended Hood’s Tennessee cam- 
paign, and virtually marked the 
end of the war in the west. 


DECEMBER 16, 1835. 

Greatest fire in the history of 
New York city started. The con- 
flagration raged for two days in 
the east side of the main busi- 
ness. district, destroying 600 
buildings and causing property 
damage estimated at $20,000,000. 
The city suffered much distress 
in the succeeding months. Ten 
years later another fire in ap- 
proximately the same locality 
caused the death of 30 persons 
and leveled 300 buildings, va'- 
ued at about, $10,000,000. Other 
serious fires in the history -of 
New York city broke out in 
1776, 1796, and 1804. The lower 
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part of the city was virtually 
destroyed in 1776. 
DECEMBER 17, 1895. 

Asserting that action by the 
United States was necessary to 
prevent an infringement of the 
Monroe Doctrine, President 
Cleveland sent a special mes- 
sage to the congress, practically 
stating that any attempt on the 
part of the British government 
to enforce its claims on Vene- 
zuela in regard to the boundary 
between that country and Brit- 
ish Guiana without recourse to 
arbitration would be considered 
as a casus belli. The diplo- 
matic situation was acute for a 
time, but finally Great Britain 
agreed to arbitrate on terms 
that safeguarded national dig- 
nity on both sides. 

DECEMBER 18, 1917. 

Eighteenth amendment to the 
Constitution, providing for pro- 
hibition of the liquor traffic in 
the United States, submitted to 
the various states for ratifica- 
tion. The ratification of the 
36th state, making the necessary 
three-fourths of all. the states, 
was filed with the secretary of 
state on January 16, 1919, and 
the amendment became effective 
a year later. Connecticut and 
Rhode Island were the only 
states that never ratified. The 
2lst amendment, repealing the 
18th amendment, became effec- 
tive December 5, 1933, and the 
prohibition provisions of the 
Volstead act were repealed in 
August, 1935. 

DECEMBER 19, 1813. 

Fort Niagara captured by the 
British during the War of 1812. 
This post, which was built by 
the French in 1726, stood on the 
east bank of the Niagara river 
at Lake Ontario and for many 
years was one of the principal 
gateways to the western fur 
lands. The British took the fort 
from the French in July, 1759. 
As a British stronghold, it was 
the scene of ‘several Indian 
treaties, and during the Revolu- 
tionary War irregulars under 
Butler and Johnson used it as a 
base for their devastating raids. 
Great Britain turned the fort 
over to American troops in 1896. 

DECEMBER 20, 1862. 

One of Grant’s early advances 
in the Vicksburg campaign, 
known as the Granada expedi- 
tion, frustrated when Confed- 
erate cavalry under Van Dorn 
destroyed a large federal supply 
depot at Holly Springs, Miss. 
This compelled Grant to aban- 


don his march on Granada.

XPERT bidding cannot be 

defined simply as the proc- 

ess by which each partner 
announces to the other his top 
card and distributional values. 
This, of course, is vital, but it 
is not enough. There is also 
the subtle matter of “placing” 
the contract. Thus it is not suf- 
ficient to decide that North- 
South, should play at a four 
spade or three no trump con- 
tract, the burning question 
often is whether the declarer 
should be North or South. 

In the vast majority of deals 
played at suit contracts this 
problem never arises because 
one of the partners has a suit 
which is substantially superior 
in either length or rank. The 
same thing may be said of a 
large proportion of correct no 
trump contracts—it does not 
matter whether they are played 
from the North or South posi- 
tion. The essence of good 
bridge, however, is to take into 
account the exceptional deals as 
well as the ‘run of the mine 
deals; indeed, these rarely en- 
countered cases are usually the 
“swing hands” that determine 
whether a team comes out 2,000 
points ahead or 1,000 points 
minus in a given session. 

Herewith are two hands that 
illustrate the importance of 
“placing” the contract properly. 
It is to be feared that in these 
two deals the average player 
would come out with a small 
loss instead of the approximate 
2,400-point profit that is po- 
tentially his.

South, with unimpeachable logic, 
felt that North’s powerful re- 
bid scarcely could have been 
based on fewer than three aces 
(in view of the three kings held 
by South), hence South jumped 
to five diamonds as his contri- 
bution toward a.slam picture. 
North was perfectly willing to 
co-operate, but he felt that a 
certain degree of caution was 


advisable. Mindful of the fact 
that East had overcalled with 
one spade and that, therefore, 
the K-J of spades would be vul- 
nerable to a lead-through, North 
shrewdly decided to take out 
insurance against that contin- 
gency. Thus, despite the fact 
that the ace and one diamond 
were more than adequate sup- 
port for a suit bid as strongly 
as South had bid his diamonds, 
North, instead of going to six 
diamonds, made the far more 
intelligent call of six clubs. 


Any expert in the South po- 
sition would gladly accept a six- 
club contract, but this particular 
South was of a different breed. 
All he could see or visualize 
was the length and solidity of 
his his own diamond suit: it 
seemed incredible that North’s 
club suit could be anything like 
as good, since he had failed to 
rebid it on an earlier round. 
Besides (South greedily thought) 
why should he give up his 
beautiful 100 honors in dia- 
monds? His decision was swift 
and firm; he bid six diamonds. 


North toyed with the thought 
of bidding six no trumps but, 
after all how was he to know 
that South’s six diamond bid 
had been without rhyme or rea- 
son?) From North’s point of 
view, South *might be void in 
clubs. In that case a six no 
trump contract probably would 
meet an awful.fate. North can- 
not be criticized even mildly for 
passing. 

There is no need to dwell on 
the play. West led a spade— 
and that was that. Obviously, 
six clubs would have been cold- 
er than ice. 


Now for the second hand in 
which “placing the contract” 
was vital to success. 


This deal-also came up at rub- 
ber bridge with North-South 
vulnerable. North bid a heart, 
East overcalled with a _ spade, 
and South bid two diamonds. 
West passed, North bid two 
hearts, and East passed. Now, 
it is to be feared, most players 
would call two no trump on the 
South hand. That bid, however, 
would sound the death knell of 
the North-South prospects.

N ATLANTA man spent 
A nine months on a heat 


hunting expedition in 


Japan. | 

He is Dr. Fred S. Hulse, state 
supervisor of the WPA Univer- 
sity Assistance Research Proj- 
ect. Doing special research in 
anthropology for the University 
of Hawaii, he visited every nook 
and cranny of the Japanese is- 
ands in 1931 and 1932, and 
measured the heads of more 
than 3,000 selected Japanese. 

The scientific data, part of a 
study of the effects of immi- 
gration on the races of man, 
went into a learned book that 
was published in America and 
England. But in hunting his 
heads, Dr. Hulse discovered a 
great deal about the little brown 
men who are now our nation’s 
enemies. 

“They are fanatically loyal to 
their emperor,” Dr. Hulse said. 
“They believe that he is a deity, 
and that every Japanese is de- 
scended from gods. That belief 
is drilled into them from child- 
hood, Every Japanese is taught 
three things... to read, to write 
and to be patriotic.” 

In each Japanese school there 
is a shrine in which are pictures 
of the Japanese emperor and 
émpress. School children start 
their day by worshipping at this 
shrine. 

A TEACHER DIES 
FOR THE EMPEROR 

Dr. Hulse had vivid proof of 
the sanctity of these shrinés in 
the eyes of the Japanese. Once 
he was in a city when a Japa- 
nese school caught fire. A teach- 
er, seeing the building hopeless- 
ly ablaze, rushed into the flames 
to save from destruction the 
pictures of his two rulers. The 
heat drove him back. When he 
realized he had _ failed, the 
teacher calmly committed hara- 
kiri. That was the only way to 
atone for allowing the pictures 
to be burned. 

Dr. Hulse’s researches carried 
him into the rural areas from 
the big island of Honshu to 
smaller Kyushu, near the south- 
ern end of the Japanese archi- 
pelago ... far off the beaten 
track of tourists 

“Most of the ordinary 
of Japan were courteous 
ly polite—but they only knew 
what their rulers wanted them 
to know,” Dr, Hulse said. “They 
got their information from the 
newspapers, which never print 
much real news. | was in Japan 
during the first “Manchurian 
incident,” and the attitude of 
the people toward me changed 
noticeably after that At one 
school, the manner of the boys 
became even threatening.” 

In Tokyo, Dr Hulse had his 
worst moments. He was standing 
in front of the Russian embassy, 
with his camera over his shoul- 
der, when a Japanese police- 
man accosted him. Dr. Hulse 
tried to explain, with the help 
of a Japanese-American § dic- 
tionary, that he was an accred- 
ited scientist on an official mis- 
SION. The sentry decided to 
search him. 

JAPANESE SENTRIES 
ON A. SPY HUNT 

If happened that Dr, Hulse 
had a map of ‘Tokyo in his 
pocket with the American em- 
bassy marked in black ink. This 
had a practical use. Whenever 
he was lost in the tortuous 
streets of the sprawling city, he 
would wave down a taxi, point 
to the mark on the map, and 
leave the rest up to the taxi 
driver. But the policeman called 
in a colleague and for half an 
hour they debated arresting Dr. 
Hulse for a spy. They finally 
decided he was not a menace to 
Japanese security and let him 
go. 

After that the Japanese au- 
thorities assigned a young stu- 
dent to Dr. Hulse as guide, in- 
terpreter, companion—and per- 
sonal spy. The young assistant 
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was very helpful in furthering 
the anthropological studies, but 
reported Dr, Hulse’s movements 
to the Japanese police at reg- 
ular intervals. 


Dr. Hulse learned swiftly that 
it always pays to be discreet. 


YOU SEE BOATS— 
BUT DO YOU? 


Once, while in open country 
near an important Japanese 
naval base, Dr. Hulse suddenly 
saw the entire Japanese navy 
steaming toward China with the 
— of the troops for Manchu- 
£u0, 


He nudged his assistant ex- 
citedly, 
“Look at all 
ships,” he cried. 
The Japanese looked blandly 
toward the sea. 


“What boats? he asked. “I see 
no. boats.” 7 


Dr. Hulse decided he didn’t 
see any boats either. 


Dr. Hulse studied anthropol- 
Ogy at Harvard and went to Ha- 
wall to investigate the changes 
in physique and appearance of 
second-generation Japanese- 
Americans. Hawaiian teachers 
had noticed the curious fact that 
Japanese chi'dren born in Ha- 
Wall were aifferent from their 
parents. 


SCIENTIFIC TESTS 
OF THE CHANGES 


Dr. Hulse made scientific 
measurements and tests of the’ 
heads, skin and hair of about 
3,000 of these children of Japa- 
nese blood, then went to Japan 
to track down and take similar 
measurements of blood relatives 
of each child in the fatherland. 

He discovered that the Ha- 
wallan Japanese were on the 
average 3 inches taller and 15 
pounds heavier than their Jap- 
anese relatives. He found also 
the Hawaiian group had rounder 
heads and longer noses. 

Science is still trying to ex- 
plain these changes. They may 
be due to differences in diet, 
and in the fact that publie 
health services are much bet- 
ler in the American possession. 
ORIENTALS AND 
NATURALIZATION 

Dr. Hulse pointed out that 
most of the so-called Japanese 
in both Hawaii and the western 
United States were really 
Americans, having been born 
tuuder the American flag Jap- 
anese emigrants were barred 
from this country and its pos- 
sessions about 20 years ago. No 
Orientals may be naturalized, 
but their children born here are 
American citizens, 

Only about 10 per cent of the 
population of Hawali are na- 
tive Japanese, he said. But 
about one-third are of Japanese , 
blood. 


One observation the anthro- 
pologist made was that there 
was the age-old conflict between 
the native Japanese parents and 
their American children. The 
older generation, with their Jap- 
anese traditions, their fanatical 
reverence for the mikado, try to 
bring up their children in. the 
old faiths, But the younger gen- 
eration of Japanese-Americans 
have been raised in a more lib- 
eral tradition and try to make 
good Americans of their par- 
ents, 


THE ELDERS TO LEAD 
THE FIFTH COLUMN 

Any “fifth column” trouble 
that may develop will come 
from the older generation, Dr. 
Hiulse believes. And these Jap- 
anese are known and can be 
rounded up easily. Hawaiian 
statistics on its Japanese alien 
population are excellent. 


After his return from Japan, 
Dr. Hulse engaged in similar 
studies of second-generation 
Japanese-Americans on the west 
coast, and came to Georgia 
some time ago as physical an- 
thropologist in charge of studies 
of skeletal remains discovered 
by the WPA in archeological 
excavations at the Irene Mound 
at Savannah. He has headed the 
State WPA Historical Records 
project for more than a year.

Make-Believe Industry Seeks Laughs; 
Real Thing Not So Entertaining 


Hollywood

ITH the break of dawn Monday, the mo- 
Wien picture industry was busy putting it- 
self on a wartime basis, ready for any call 
from the government or its defense organizations 
in the Los Angeles area. 

First essential business of the day was the 
posting of extra guards around and inside the 
sprawling lots as protection against possible sabo- 
teurs. This job was an extremely difficult one 
because most available man power with police 
experience had already been inducted into the 
civilian defense scheme. 

The day broke chilly and overcast and Los 
Angeles residents gathering around loud speak- 
ers listening to the declaration of war and bulle- 
tins on the Pacific conflagration were treated to 
some of the wildest imaginable rumors emanat- 
ing from irresponsible radio announcers. | 

Evacuation Scare. 

Around breakfast time the report spread that 
small cities along the shoreline near San Diego, 
with its giant Consolidated bomber plant, were 
being evacuated of women and children. 

At noon, a commentator spouted in tremulous 
tones that all Japanese airplane carriers had 
been accounted for by VU. S. Navy forces “ex- 
cept two,” which were “believed to be in an 
area off Los Angeles harbor.” This falsification 
provoked such alarm throughout the city that 
Mayor Fletcher Bowron was forced to go on 
the air early in the afternoon to dispel it and 
urge the populace to remain calm. 

Nevertheless, it was the gloomiest of blue 
Mondays in Hollywood, and in the studios sched- 
uled production of some 45 pictures was a chore 
no actors or technicians had the slightest ape- 
tite for. 

Work barely limped along and sometimes 
came to a complete standstill as important bulle- 
tins came out of loud speakers, tuned low, but 
still in defiance of sensitive sound tracks. 

Only One Takes Advantage. 

Only one lot made any attempt to take ad- 
vantage of the grave situation by advancing a 
publicity tie-up. The 20th Century-Fox ex- 
ploiters. were making much of Producer Sol 
Wurtzel’s “foresight” in swinging into immediate 
production a picture titled “Japanese Agent,” 
which was slated to incorporate the surprise 
bombardment of Honolulu as its most com- 
pelling dramatic ingredient. 

Several pictures requiring use of large num- 
bers of extras were halted because studios were 
unable to obtain police guards to keep them in 
order. Central casting bureau was advised by 
city authorities that it could send out no large 
groups of extras to studios until the emergency 
was over. 

Government orders clearing the skies of all 
private planes caused Paramount a day's delay 
on “For Whom the Bell Tolls.” Arrangements 
had been made to send five Boeing P-12 planes 
to Sonora, under the direction of stunt flyer 
Paul Mantz. The stunting was delayed. until 
Tuesday, so that jittery residents in that section 
could be advised by radio that the planes were 
doing picture work. 

Equipment Poll. 

The Hays office announced an immediate 
meeting of business managers of all studios. 
They were asked to check over their individual 
studio resources and report at that time on what 
man power and equipment, in the form of 
trucks, beacon and flood lights, etc., could be 
turned over to the government for emergency 
use, 
The studios Monday contributed more than 
100 trucks and drivers to the California National 
Guard for the transportation of men from one 
post to another. 

In any dire circumstance, the studios could 
look for the commandeering of their big ma- 
chine shops and power plants, the Hays office 
said. 

At 20th Century-Fox fears were expressed 
for the safety of a camera crew of six men dis- 
patched to Honolulu a week ago to film atmos- 
pheric shots for “To the Shores of Tripoli.” 


Broadway 


By JOHN FERRIS. 
HE sudden transition from a state of af- 
fairs known as a national emergency, ‘to 
one of warfare, is not likely to have any 
immediate effect on the Broadway theater. 

For it should be noted that the theater, while 
successfully presenting plays like “The Wookey” 
and ‘‘Watch on the Rhine,” which have shown an 
awareness of the international situation, has also 
found that the public, worried over develop- 
ments or indifferent to them, has been eager to 
laugh, and that musicals like “Lady in the 
Dark,” “Best Foot Forward,” “Son’s o’ Fun,” 
“Hellzapoppin,” “Let’s Face It” and “High Kick- 
ers,” and comedies like “Junior Miss,” ‘Life With 
Father,” “Claudia” and “Arsenic and Old Lace,” 
will pack the playhouses, 

The British found out early in the war that 
people like to laugh though bombs fall, and so 
it may be assumed that whatever happens here 
people will continue to flock to see Danny Kaye 
and his inexpressibly comic doings in “Let’s Face 
It,” the Vinton Freedly hit. 

Wants to Laugh, 

Mr. Kaye is singled out here for particular 
consideration because he appears as an individual 
to be about the funniest thing on Broadway at 
this time. Once you see and hear him you will 
never forget the movement of his hands, a shrug 
of his shoulders, his look of innocence, his voice 
and a kind of impishness which is his alone. 

Danny is a new product in the American 
comic vein but it would be as futile to probe 
into his comic origins as it would be to try to 
describe his singing of the “Melody in 4-F,” 
which this reporter regards as one of the major 
achievements on the stage today. 

He was born in Brooklyn 29 years ago next 
month and named David Daniel Kominski and he 
has been in show business for 11 years. He has 
played in every large European city, as well as 
in Japan, the Philippines, Siam, China and Singa- 
pore. 

The “Melody in 4-F” has to be heard to be 
believed. The song was written by Danny’s wife, 
Sylvia Fine Kaye, and actually contains only 35 
words. The rest consists of what Danny calls 
scat singing, gibberish and pantomime. 


Life of Draftee. 


It recounts the life of a draftee from the 
passage of the selective service law to the in- 
duction of the man into the Army. Danny says 
one critic described it as a kind of Arabic double 
talk which slipped into triple talk, back into 
double talk, and then into single talk until the 
whole thing became a mad confusion. 


When Danny tries to explain the song and as 
he interfuses his exposition with parts of the 
song, he becomes, quite unconsciously, a sort of 
comic Stokowski, using his hands masterfully 
and talking in much the same manner as the 
orchestra conductor talks when he takes apart 
the virtues of the Bach Pascaglia in C minor 
and the Toccata and Fugue in D minor and other 
Bach works. 

The night “Let’s Face It” opened in Boston 
the audience response was tremendous. Danny 
was shocked. In his dressing room after he had 
taken his last bows he had a few reflective min- 
utes. Something like a bombshell had exploded 
in his mind. He kept asking himself what he 
could ever do in the future to match this song. 
He is still wondering, and still of the conviction 
that he can never surpass it. 

His reaction was not unnatural. Last season 
when he played in ‘Lady in the Dark” he sang 
—in 38 seconds—the now famous song made up 
of the names of 54 Russian composers. People 
told him veterans could not remember anyone 
having stopped a show in less than a minute. 
Danny's number did just that. Actually, he says, 
he could sing the song even faster, but he has 
to project his voice to the balcony and that re- 
quires lots of effort. 

His work in “Let’s Face It,” he says, is ex- 
hausting, although the audience never would 
suspect it. But Danny points out that he is on 
the stage for two hours.

of HE best place to spend Christ- 
Tees is up at Lake Placid in 
New York’s Adirondacks,’’ 
says New Yorker Ted Collins, nation- 
ally known sportsman and famous 
partner-manager of Kate Smith. 
Though his own camp up there is not 
accessible in the winter, he is count- 
ing the days now until Christmas eve 
when he will pack up his wife, himself, 
twenty-year-old daughter Adelaide, 
the family Christmas presents, and get 
off to the Lake Placid Club, center 
for winter-sports lovers of the East. 

Ted Collins likes sports of every 
kind. Fishing is his big hobby. He has 
fished for as many as seventy-eight 
consecutive days... But also, he is 
always buying professional teams of 
this and that. Last year it was a 
basketball team. This year it’s a Long 
Island football team. His aim: to build 
up a terrific community spirit for the 
home team. And then to go on and 
build other teams and other commu- 
nity spirit—all over the United 
States, if possible... Is it possible? 
“Of course,”” Ted says... “It has 
been done... Look at Green Bay, 
Wisconsin, with its 28,000 inhabi- 
tants.

She's 33-year-old Jean Knox, boss of 100,000 
trained and uniformed women who do everything 
from driving trucks to aiming anfiaircraft guns

HE alarm had sounded, and the 
Te in steel helmets with gas 

masks were grouped round the 
huge, complex instruments in the pit, 
peering through lenses and adjusting 
dials. The men gunners at the heavy 
antiaircraft guns waited for the stac- 
cato orders that would indicate the 
giris had found the sky target and 
ranged it. Number One girl at the big 
predictor began to talk, passing back 
data to the gun officer, and the long 
gun barrels swung round and up — 
and breeches thudded behind shell 
bases. 

The gun officer glanced at his watch. 
“Good work, girls. I can report you’re 
the fastest fire-control crew we’ve had 
on this post. That ought to please 
your general.”’ 

Escorted by brass-hatted elders of 
the artillery staff, the general was 
coming at a swinging stride across the 
field —- 124 pounds and five feet, four 
inches of slim young woman, as neatly 
assembled as an airplane engine, with 
dark-blue eyes wide-set in a tanned 
aguiline face, a red-banded peaked 
cap crammed on her dark hair. 

Jean Knox was olt inspecting one 
of the new mixed heavy antiaircraft 
batteries — men handling the guns, 
and girls the fire-control instruments. 
Officially she is Chief Controller of the 
Auxiliary Territoria! Service. But the 
army calls her Genera! Knox. (Her sub- 
ordinates call her Jean.) The A.T-S. 
helps the regular military forces in 


every conceivable department of war- . 


fare — as lorry drivers, mechanics, 
teleprint operators, cooks, map read- 
ers, etc. 

Forgetting Boadicea, Mrs. Knox 
is the first woman general in British 
history. She is also, at 33, Britain’s 
youngest general. In even more strik- 
ing ways she epitomizes total war as 
it has hit conservative Britain, smash- 
ing a crust of old ideas and ways and 
prejudices, bringing the women into 
action alongside the men. Three years 
ago Jean Knox was just a civilian 
wife and mother, living in a Hertford- 
shire village, and with no idea in the 
world of becoming a major general com- 
manding 100,000 uniformed women. 
(Next June it will be 200,000.) 


War Ahead 


Her story properly begins one day 
in the late summer of 1938, when her 
husband, George Knox, architect and 
fixer m the Auxiliary Air Service, sat 
with her on the sun terrace of their 
hillside home. Normally they would 
have been talking and laughing, but 
they were a bit thoughtful that eve- 
ning, watching the rooks homing to 
the tall elms. 

Chamberlain was somewhere up in 
that sky, flying for the first time in 
his life to play diplomatic poker with 
Hitler in the latter’s swastika-plas- 
tered stronghold in Bavaria. It was 
Munich-time, and George and Jean, 
who knew army and air-force folk, 
knew as well as anyone how weak 
Chamberlain’s hand must be in any 
showdown play. The navy, as usual, 
was all mght. But the army and the 
air fleet? 

Jean said: “I feel I ought to do 
something. But what?’ 

“*There’s this Auxiliary Territorial 
Service,”” suggested her husband. “‘It 
seems tailored for you.” 

Jean’s immediate reaction was: 
“‘Me? I'd be no good. Of course I can 
cook, drive a car, ride a horse, but 
there must be stacks of women who 
can do that, and who'd be glad to.”’ 

Jean was 30, had an 11-year-old 
daughter to look after, her husband 
to tend, and around her was her 
smooth life. It seemed astounding and 
incredible that a savage horde led 
by an Austrian paper hanger could dis- 
turb, much less destroy, the Knoxes’ 
chosen and comfortable nest in this 
peaceful seagirt land. Anyway, what 
was the hurry? Wouldn't it be best 
to wait for something really to hap- 
pen? 

Suddenly Jean realized she was 
arguing the way Hitler must hope all 
England would go on arguing. He'd

Three years ago being a wife and mother was her only job 


got the Rhineland again, then Austria, 
now the Czech Sudeten defense belt. 
One of these days he’d pluck England 
itself like a ripe plum. Why not, if they 
all just sat around, sipping a drink 
after a pleasant day, and murmuring: 
““‘War? Oh, there may be some trouble 
and readjustment in Europe; but 
we're all right!” 

That revealing flash changed Jean 
Knox’s life. Straightway she drove off 
to Watford, the county town, and 
went into the Territorial Army head- 
quarters to enroll in the women’s 
auxiliary branch. 

The county T.A. officer, a colonel] 
who was an acquaintance, gave her a 
first shock by resisting her offer to 
chauffeur an army car, drive an ambu- 
lance or handle horses — jobs she 
thought she could do. He told her that 
what they needed really badly were a 
few good “‘regimental officers,’’ women 
who'd work hard and who had the 
ability to handle other women. Jean 
Knox looked like good officer material 
to him. She balked. But he talked her 
into it. 

Inside a month she had run through 
the local T.A. course for potential 
officers, gone through the London- 
headquarters course of lectures and 
barrack-square drill, been examined, 
inspected, approved and appointed 
an officer of the A.T.S. They gave her 
the three pips of junior commander 
(captain) mght away. It was October, 
1938. 

She still had to qualify in action, 
and the colonel back at country head- 


quarters told her her troubles now — 


began. She was a company comman- 
der with no company. Her job was to 
raise and train an A.T.S. company. 

Jean put in some fast work, drum- 
ming up recruits, interviewing appli- 
cants, learning to judge character at a 
glance, finding out that paper data 
about an individual means little, dis- 
covering how and why young women 
work or shirk, give zestfully or sulk. 

By the spring of 1939 she had her 
company recruited, trained, disci- 
plined and lively. It was reckoned the 
smartest company in the new corps 
at the 1939 summer under-canvas 
camp. That was the first service-con- 
ditions-get-together. It was also the 
last. A few weeks later Hitler slipped 
the leash off his new war machine, 
and as Armageddon Number Two 
exploded, Jean Knox got her mobili- 


zation notice and took her company 
to its war station. 

The A.T.S. was less than 18,000 
strong when it mobilized. The army 
wanted more women auxiliaries quick- 
ly. Jean Knox, summoned to London 
headquarters to help get them, closed 


“her home, packed Julie off to school 


and settled down to a new job — 
which turned out to be tough. 

She was used to open-air life. Now 
she worked 12 and 14 hours a day ina 
Whitehall office. Later she crawled 
back through the nightly blitzes to a 
little house she’d taken on the rim of 
town. Sundays she recuperated by 
working in the garden. 

She was having a rough passage 
because the A.T.S. was still bumping 
heavily over the cogs. Planned in 
haste, on militia lines, the corps suf- 
fered from an overweight of titled in- 
efficients. The senior officers’ list 
was long on distinction and short on 
dynamism. Then a parliamentary 
committee broke up the log jam by 
charging bad feeding. insufficient med- 
ical care, waste of ability, wrong sys- 
tem of promotion. 


A Tough Assignment 


Tre War Office chiefs went into a 
huddle. They sent for Senior Com- 
mander (Major) Jean Knox, and 
handed her her toughest assignment 
so far. She had to tell the army’s 
political and military chiefs to change 
the A.T.S. into a model corps. 

She visited every camp and station, 
contacting the girls, probing condi- 
tions. She returned with a blueprint 


_ for making over the service. It was 


adopted. The service improved. Res- 
ignations thinned the rows of titles 
in the senior officers’ list. The recruit- 
ing curve turned up. Under a new age 
scale the 63-year-old Chief Controller, 
Dame Helen Gwynne-Vaughan, re- 
linquished her command. 

Who could succeed “The Dame’’? 

They gave Jean Knox the A.T.S. 
command. 

She put on the rank marks of a 
major general, because meantime the 
A.T.S. had been granted military 
status, an honor — and obligation — 
formerly denied. All the other A.T.S. 
officers got full regular army markings. 
This, incidentally, caused some brie! 
confusion. The army officer command- 
ing in One corps area ordered salutes

At first 
Dan thinks there is no one in the room ex- 
cept the big moose who is sticking his head 
out over the mantel and giving Dan the eye. 
Then he sees Mr. Courtland, who is stretched 
out on a divan in a red lounging robe that 
blends with the landscape. He ts a handsome 
young fellow if you don’t mind circles under 
the eyes, but he hasn’t got the Christmas 
spirit.

sort of vacuum cleaner. The central 
sac that looks like his head actually 
includes his head and body.

can breathe. The water can be forced 
out so rapidiy that the beast is pro- 
pelled backwards at a good clip when- 
ever he is fmghtened and can't crawl 
out of the way 

After the octopus has made a kill, 
he draws the victim close, enveloping 


water, burnsa man's cyes like liniment. 

The octopus is a formidable foe, but 
I have fought many sea creatures that 
put up a tougher battle. However, 
that fact doesn’t make me a reck/ess 
daredevii or a hero. For I never delib- 
erately fight a sea monster without 
first figuring out my plan of attack. If 
I can't decide how to make myself a 
match for him, I don’t fight him 

The vicious barracuda, tor instance, 
is something I steer clear of. He 1s one 
of the fastest fish in the sea, and possi- 
bly the most sinister. I’m afraid an 
attacking barracuda would move too 
fast for the eye to follow. 

Once cut at Key West, where we 
had built a corral, I was fighting a saw- 
fish. Twenty or more barracudas, at- 
tracted by the commotion in the water, 
gathered outside the wire, which, at 
high tide, was only a foot and a half 
out of the water. Suddenly one of them - 
leaped over the fence into the corral. 


A slender knife is the only weapon Caswell uses 


it with the mantle and tentacles, and 
tears it apart with the hard, horny, 
parrotlike beak he has. 

When I was convinced that I had 
devised a method of successfully fight- 
ing an octopus underwater, I searched 
rock holes and pilings for a contestant. 
Finally I found one Iving with one 
tentacle stretched up a piling. He 
seemed to have ahout an eight-foot 
spread. 

With an eight-inch knife in my teeth, 
I went overboard. Down I swam, 
Straight to the bottom of the piling. 
Without waiting. for the octopus to 
decide what it was all about, I seized 
one of his tentacles. He retaliated by 
fastening an arm onto my right leg. 
Another tentacle went around my 
middle, and another across my shoul- 
der. Anchoring himself onto the piling 
with the two other tentacles, the 
octopus slowly drew me down toward 
him with alarming strength. 

For thirty seconds or so I! jerked 
and plunged in what I intended the 
octopus to construe as dying panic. 
Then suddenly I wilted, became limp 
in feigned death. The octopus stopped 
fighting me, and started hungrilv pull- 
ing me to him. | gave no resistance.

Wauex he had me a foot from that 
parrot beak, I came abruptly alive. 
But instead of fighting away from the 
enemy, I lunged toward him, literally 
betting my life on the tardiness of his 
reactions. Before his brain could signal 
the tentacles to start pushing instead 
of pulling, it was too late. When I 
moved toward him, the tentacles were 
no longer taut; I had enough freedom 
to plunge my knife straight into that 
pulsing sac and sever the muscle 
upon which his life depended. 

Since then I have killed many 
octopuses, always using the same 
method, whether they weighed 50 
pounds or 300. 

My method has disadvantages. For 
instance, the octopus is not particular 
where he fastens his sucker disks. My 
left eyeball once attracted one of the 
disks, and the pain was almost intoler- 
able; I was lucky to keep the sight of 
the eye afterward. Sometimes compli- 
cations arise, but if you act quickly 
enough and unexpectedly enough, you 
are master of almost any emergency. 

Even after you have subdued the 
monster, there 1s still danger, for once 
the octopus perceives that things are 
going badly tor him, he squirts his ink. 
This fluid, even though diluted with 


Even now I get shaky when I re- 
member being in a corral with a fur- 
ious sawfish and a bloodthirsty barra- 
cuda. Before the barracuda reached 
me, one of the boys hurled his gig. 
Those Key West men are deadly with 
a gig, and for that I am very thankful. 
The barracuda was cleanly spitted. 

Of the fish I fight, the mighty saw- 
fish is the toughest. He is long — up to 
20 feet—and lean and active. I’d 
rather fight ten tiger sharks than one 
sawfish. 

The sawfish is a sort of connecting 
link between rays and sharks, resem- 
bling both in some respects. Most of 


- my experience with sawfish was gained

I knew that there 
was Only one place for me to be so that 
the terrible saw could not reach me — 
and that was on the fish’s back! And 
the moment I felt the sawfish lunge 
sideways, free of the net, I plastered 
myself to him. He struck at me with 
his tail, then his saw slashed the water. 
Missing me, the sawfish rushed ahead, 
and never have I gone through such a 
dizzy two minutes.

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GETTING AHEAD WITH CoURTESY 


Even bright students 
need good manners to 
hold important jobs

quette is a practical need in every- 

one’s life. But I have never had 
clearer proof than in a letter sent me 
by a faculty member of an important 
school of engineering. He is now serv- 
ing on a committee to advance the 
employability of this school’s gradu- 
ates. 

“Among our students,”’ he writes, 
“are the brightest sons of the least 
well-to-do families within a forty-mile 
' radius of this city. These boys are 
all here on scholarships. At the end of 
four years they will be well-equipped 
technically, but at a disadvantage 
socially, to compete for positions 
with graduates of the more exclusive 
colleges. So far they have needed only 
to prove superior to others in com- 
petitive examinations. This very fact 
breeds in them a lack of that consid- 
eration for others which is the whole 
basis of courtesy. 

“In your article of January 26, 
1941, you quoted a delightful blue 
paper on table manners written by 
the Dean of a Midwestern College. 
This so much impressed us that we 
are trying to meet the good-manners 
problem here by the preparation of 
our own ‘Blue Paper.’ We hoped to 
make this virile enough for engineers 
... humorous enough to interest col- 
lege youth ...and adjustable to the 
problems of their economic situation 
as commuting students in an urban 
environment. 


Be Tactful 


” Discussions with personnel officers 
of industry reveal that applicants 
more often fail to obtain jobs or, 
having obtained, to keep them because 
of tactlessness or bad manners, than 
because of deficiencies in skill or in- 
telligence.”’ 

This letter ends by asking me to 
name the essential subjects of cour- 
teous behavior with the elimination 
of non-essential trimmings. 

Before attempting to answer this 
letter I talked with two experts: 
one a professor of aeronautical engi- 
neering; the other, an executive of 
a leading chemical concern. The latter 
made the etiquette requirements even 
more fundamental than did the fac- 
ulty member. He said: 

“Ordinarily it is taken for granted 
that the highest scholarship auto- 
matically wins the top job, but this 
is not quite true. Highest scholar- 
ship wins a job, of course, and a good 
one; but the job that holds out the 
best promise of opportunity is given 
to the man whose engaging person- 
ality and accomplished manners in- 
spire confidence.”’ 

I asked him whether he could tell 
me the definite qualifications that he 
considers essential to an “engaging 
personality.” 


The Simple Approach 


H: ANSWERED promptly: “‘Simplic- 
ity of approach, that shows the can- 
didate’s freedom from fear about the 
impression he is making... He nei- 
ther tugs at his tie nor smooths his 
hair nor twists anything in his fin- 
gers ...nor does he try to sell him- 
self in the manner of one exhibiting 
his self-confidence... No — you fee! 
his thoughts are not on himself but 
on you, and upon giving the clearest 
and briefest answers to your ques- 
tions.”"” He paused and then added: 
“I’ve interviewed many men whose 
technical proficiency is high. All too 
many of them recite a list of the 
courses they have taken, with their 
rating ... facts of no real interest to 
an examiner. I am interested in his 
recital not for the information it 
contains, but for the manner in which 
it is presented. The men I look for are 
the hardest to find... In addition to 
specialized skill, they show qualities 
of leadership. The point that you can 
help solve is how to give to students 
lacking in early advantages sufficient 
training in the amenities.”

So now, in reply to these men, I 
can't help expressing my pleasure at 
being told that etiquette is as impor- 
tant to men who are to work in a 
laboratory, or at a drafting table in a 


factory, as it 1s for executives who 
come in contact with many employees 
as well as with the public. 

But surely — the intellect, which 


advanced chemistry and memorize 
chemical formulas, can hardly have 
difficulty in mastering the essential 
rules of good manners. The reason the 
students described fail to meet the 
social requirements may be the Amer- 
ican tendency to overlook the fact 
that lack of cultivated speech and of 
social polish is actually a lack of an 
elementary branch of education. We 
all look down upon a man who has 
to make an “X”’ mark in place of 
signing his name. But sometimes peo- 
ple entirely discount the fact that 
offenses against good taste are also a 
mark of ignorance. 


A Vital Asset 


I; IS not im order to shine in society 
that grace of manner is an asset... 
Comparatively few people in a com- 
munity care a rap about “Society’’ 
anyway! 

But a fundamental knowledge of 
etiquette is an asset in any contact 
with people, whether in business or 
public life or in “Society.” 

Yet how to impress this fact upon 
boys still young enough to learn good 
speech and behavior easily, is no small 
problem. For instance, kindness of 
impulse is always essential to good 
manners. But it is not always enough. 
For example, take the fable of the 
bear who, trying to kill an insect on 
his sleeping master’s head, dropped 
a heavy rock and crushed his skull. 
A good intention gone amuck! 

Similarly, sensitiveness to what 
may be perfectly apparent in the man- 
ner of another is not present in those 
whose social perceptions have never 
developed, as they would have done 


can master higher mathematics and 
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had they been given the opportunity. 

Returning to the Blue Paper writ- 
ten by the Dean —I can't think of 
better advice to those who are inter- 
ested in traming young men in good 
manners, than to follow this humor- 
ous, but practical blue-paper method 
of interesting students in whatever 
branches of etiquette they may have 
personal need. It may be in greeting 
people. It may be in overcoming crude 
speech. It may be in correcting be- 
havior. I cannot outline specific sub- 
jects. That would need a book. Better 
to pick the subjects out to suit the 
particular locality and students ard 
adapt the materials to what you have 
observed to be their special courtesy 
failures. 

But there is one main point that 
must be scored and underscored. The 
young men must not be groomed 
merely to be interviewed by some per- 
sonnel! director, nor to meet any other 
single and particular occasion. Good 
manners are the same always, every 
day, to everyone — even for yourself 
alone. You cannot put manners on, 
as you .put ona hat and coat. They 
must become an instinctive daily 
habit, everywhere and to everyone. 

In fact, the unself-consciousness of 
easy, courteous behavior marks out 
real manners from those which, as- 
sumed upon occasion, are virtually 
always misfit.

hand; but if I allowed him. to with- 
draw his fist six inches, he could jab 
me unconscious.

to swim up to the surface. To go down, 
I lessen the upward pull on the front 
edge of the shell, and down we go, 
to rise whenever I am ready. Again 
on the surface, I send him to the left 
by holding his left hind flipper, which 
causes him to make:a neat turn. In 
this manner I can ride a turtle for 
hours. 

The tail end of a turtle is the safe 
end. With the rays, the tail end is the 
one to avoid, because in most of the 
Gulf species, the ray’s tail is armed 

with venomous, bony, serrated barbs. 
rata had the unhappy experience of 
being “‘stung’’ with one of these barbs, 
and the shock and pain is almost un- 
bearable.

All of which brings us up to the tragic 
but convenient death of Nurse Mary Lamont, 
which takes place in “‘Dr. Kildare’s Wedding 
Day,’’ recent release in that series of movies. 
There is a rumor in Hollywood that Laraine 
Day wept real tears when she saw the char- 
acter she had created bumped off by the 
truck, but the truth is that Miss Day was 
one.of the deepest-dyed planners of her own 
demise: an event representing the most dras- 
tic means ever taken in Hollywood to elevate 
a young actress to great stardom. 


Slated for Success 


Tix Kildare pictures, while sound enter- 
tainment, are a type of vehicle which can 
serve only as a steppingstone for a young 
player tagged for the top. And there was a 
further threat to Miss Day’s career in the fact 
that she had become so associated with her 
characterization that it seemed she was not 
being true to Dr. Kildare when she made eyes 
at other men in her occasional non-Kuildare 
pictures. 


This isn’t good business for an actress who 

has been chosen by a vote of fifty movie crit- 
ics as the youngster most likely to reach full 
stardom, and who was selected by a nation- 
wide poll of theater owners as the best bet to 
reach a box-office pinnacle during the coming 
year. 
One thing’s a cinch: if Miss Day justifies 
her present position as Challenge No. 1 to the 
established stars, her success will show up 
the Hollywood press agents’ school of glamor 
and leg-art. She just hasn't time for all this 
monkey business. In fact, when you first hear 
of Laraine Day’s activities around Holly- 
wood, you get a first impression that she 
might be rather too much of a busybody. 

Laraine is a Mormon girl from Utah. 
Upon her arrival in Hollywood to make her 
picture bid, she not only brought her church 
activities with her but found time and oppor- 
tunity to increase their scope. As soon as she 
got into pictures, for example, she organized 
the Wilshire Players Guild among the young- 
er members of the Mormon Church in South- 
ern California. There must be a couple of 
hundred members. Miss Day is coach, coun- 
selor, and general factotum — including, 
upon occasion, playwright. 

I first met Miss Day in her dressing room 


on the set of “Foreign Correspondent,”’ 
where I went, with some misgivings. to in- 
terview her. The interview was a failure 
but only for the reason that Miss Day asked. 
me all the questions. She was young, beauti- 
ful, gay and witty; not at all the serious- 
minded fussbudget I had expected to meet. 
She wanted to know if I had a script. She 
needed a script. 

“What for?’’ I asked her. ‘““The Guild?”’ 

“Creative Pictures,’’ she said. 

A new one on me. She explained that it is 
a smal! group of actors, actresses, technicians 
and others actively engaged in motion pic- 
tures, who on their own time and at their own 
expense produce movies in 16 mm. size. 
They do it for experimental purposes — to 
try out their own ideas of writing, acting, 
camera work, lighting, direction, and so on. 
They already had produced a full-length 
movie. Miss Day, who is a vital element in 
that enterprise, took the lead in the movie. 

I outlined a°script for her and she said 
it was no good, which was precisely correct. 

These activities, entirely outside her daily 
work — which is arduous enough in itself — 
add up to a good working blueprint of Miss 
Day. Very few dates for this beautiful young 
girl. Her spare time is just one long busman’s 
holiday. She seems, if you’ll pardon an ob- 
vious conclusion, to have her mind on her 
career. 

In fact she’s had it on her career for a good 
many years. Her current blooming in the 
films is the culmination of a long and carefully 
planned campaign that began back in Roose- 
velt, Utah, when she was a smal! girl. Her 
efforts then were strictly amateur — the 
backvard variety. With her family, she 
moved to Long Beach, California, about 
thirty miles from Hollywood, when she was 
around twelve years old. In this migration 
she followed the path trod by her great- 
grandfather, who was sent to the Coast by 
Brigham Young to establish a Mormon 
colony there. The colony was unsuccessful. 
Miss Day was not. 


A Bit Player 


Sue joined the Long Beach Players Guild, 
a little theater group, and was coached by 
the late Elias Day, a noted teacher. From 
him, by the way, she ultimately took her 
movie monicker (her real name is Johnson). 
As early as 1936, as a result of her work in 
Guild plays, a talent scout gave her the nod 
and she got a small part in a movie called 
“Scandal Sheet.”” But nothing came of this, 
so our herome went back to Long Beach for 
more coaching and plenty of hard work. 
After a modest tour in a Guild play along the 
coast, she got parts in three Western movies 
of no importance. In 1938 she was signed to a 
term contract by the Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer studio and played opposite Wallace 
Beery in “Sergeant Madden.” This sounds 
important, but her part, she ruefully admits, 
was not very exacting. 

She was cast, somewhat casually, in the 
first Dr. Kildare picture, of which a long 
series was not then foreseen. Then came her 
performance as Maeve in “My Son, My 
Son,’’ which won critical raves for her and 
established her as a player of exceptional 
promise. Although this was a supporting 
role, Hollywood agreed that she had stolen 
the picture. 

This brought her the feminine lead in 
“Foreign Correspondent,’’ and things were 
looking up. 

But meantime the Dr. Kildare pictures had 
emerged as a very successful series, and Miss 
Day was a fixture as Nurse Lamont. This 
became a pain in the neck, as we have seen. 
A number of dodges for easing her out of the 
medical melodramas were discussed, a few 
actually were tried, but nothing clicked. So 
they simply decided to bump her off. Thus 
the truck, and the happy result desired by all. 

Since her death she has played in “‘Unholy 
Partners” opposite Edward G. Robinson, and 
with Herbert Marshall in the current Shirley 
Temple picture, “‘Kathleen.” 

Future plans for her are ambitious, but so 
is Miss Day. 

I saw her last on a studio sound stage, to 
which she had invited me to watch the shoot- 
ing of a trick process shot. She was not work- 
ing that day, but had come to the studio 
anyway in order to study the mechanics and 
the camera technique employed to create the 
illusion. 

Miss Day and the others present watched 
the proceedings with absorbed interest. Be- 
ing smarter, | watched Miss Day. 

She is no illusion.

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For BEAuTY’S SAKE 
— RELAX! 


It will help nerves, 
mind and looks — but 
it takes real effort

ANT to snap your fingers at 
worry? Let steam out of your 
emotional valves? Strain 


that bit of acid out of your disposi- 
tion? Banish vague muscular aches 
and pains? Face the world with more 
cocksure aplomb? 

Then, let go and relax. But you 
don’t relax by tying on a dressing 
gown and stretching out on a lounge. 
You have to work to relax — that is, 
to chase tension out of your muscles. 

People who have to rescue them- 
selves from tension — and that in- 
cludes just about all of us — have a 
choice of two methods, says Norman 
Dine, a relaxation expert. One method 
makes you relax without effort on 
your part, and is for the man or 


The procedure is to work on one 
group of muscles at a time. Devote 
several practice periods to that one 
group, then progress until you have 
made the muscular rounds. Then you 
go into your whole routine. 

To ready yourself for practice, you 
le stretched out at ease on your back 
with your arms out beside you on a 
bed or a couch. Have your room as 
free of disturbing light, noise and 
family invasion, as possible. 

Then you tackle your arms and 
legs first, beginning, say, with the 
right arm, and going progressively to 
the other arm and then your two 
legs. Begin now by lifting the limb 
about twelve inches from the bed. 
For the first movement, you stiffen 
it and let it go, repeating the move- 


ment many times. Next, stiffen and . 


relax the individual parts of the limb. 
For the arm, bend at the elbow, force 
the hand forward at the wrist, and 
stretch your fingers apart. For the 
leg, bend at the knee, force the foot 
forward at the ankle, and stretch the

woman who wants instant, if only 
temporary relief. The other method 
is for the more persevering, who will 
take the time and pains to cultivate 
the ability to relax at will. When you 
master that, you master a skill, like 
fencing, boxing or playing a good 
game of golf. 

Quickest and best way of the tem- 
porary muscle-relaxers is exercise — 
especially walking. But you must 
really walk, not dawdle. Cover enough 
miles to give you a work-out. Next, 
try stretching: lock your toes under 
the footboard of the bed and pull 
toward the headboard with your 
hands. Do it again and again until 
you feel the tautness easing out and 
a sensation of opiate bliss sneaking in. 

Shaking — the way a dog does to 
put himself in fine fettle — is a trick 
any tense person can use to advantage. 
To do as good a job of it as your pooch 
does, stand up, bend over, drop your 
arms limply, and swing into motion. 

If you. can’t or simply won't do 
these things, the best substitute is 
massage, either the persuasive gallops 
of an expert’s hands or the soothing 
whirr of a vibrating cup, electrically 
plugged in and self-applied. Tempo- 
rarily helpful is heat therapy, such 
as a prolonged soaking in a warm tub, 
or a quick sun bath in your altogether 
under an ultra-violet lamp. 


Stick To It! 


Anp now for the second and more 
loudly cheered method of muscular 
control. You have to make up your 
mind to practice a few minutes every 
day for weeks, perhaps months to 
train all the muscles of your body to 
operate as an harmonious whole. 

In order to master this art, you 
must get acquainted with your mus- 
cles and be able to track down tense- 
ness wherever it exists. Learn how to 
flex and unflex all your voluntary 
muscles —- about 400 of them — and 
‘find out where the tension is. Once 
you know, you can ease it out, as a 
violinist releases tautness from his 
fiddle strings. Of course, you can't 
get to all of the 400 muscles directly, 
but you can reach the major ones, 
and thus get a sympathetic response 
from the little, out-of-the-way ones. 


toes apart. Complete the movement 
of tensing and untensing many times. 

The next region you tackle — say 
at the beginning of the third week — 
is the trunk. Use the same technique 
of tensing and untensing muscles and 
do one completed movement repeat- 
edly before going to to the next: 
(1) Draw in the abdominal muscles; 
(2) Bend upward and forward at the 
waist; (3) Arch your back; (4) Inhale 
deeply. When you have control over 
this new portion of your body, spend 
another week of practice on the trunk 
in addition to arms and legs. 


Shoulder Exercises 


Ten it’s time to go on to the 
shoulders. The movements here are 
as follows: (1) Swing right arm to the 
opposite side of your body, stiffen it 
and release it; (2) Do the same thing 
with the left arm; (3) Hunch shoul- 
ders forward and return to position; 
(4) Shrug or hike shoulders, and re- 
turn to position. 

Spend a week on the shoulder- 
region, all the time continuing prac- 
tice on the other muscular groups. 

Then, you tackle the neck-area. 
Incline the head in three directions: 
(1) to the left and back to position; 
(2) to the right, and back to position; 
(3) forward, and back to position. 
Specialize for another week on the 
neck muscles, while you keep up 
practice on all other muscular groups: 

By this time you are almost a pro- 
ficient, for you have come to the last 
of your muscular rounds. You are 
going to concentrate now on the 
smaller muscles of the head. You lo- 
cate these and are able to contro! the 
creating and releasing of tension in 
them by: (1) squinting your eyes; 
(2) baring your teeth; (3) gripping 
your jaws; (4) curling your tongue 
and rolling it back; (5) swallowing 
deliberately; (6) wiggling your ears — 
if you can. 

From now on you can go through 
the whole routine and relax those 400 
muscles you didn’t even know you 
had. As you become the master of 
your nerves and muscles, relaxa- 
tion becomes as involuntary as the 
action of the muscles of your hands 
and feet when you drive a car.

This genial, broad-shouldered man with the deep-set black 
eyes and the infectious grin — who rose from a Wabash farm 
and an Indiana roundhouse to be head of the vast S.K.F. 
Industries, who rests his feet on the desk and tells folk stones 
to put his points across, who looks forward to the day when

And Washington expects him to rise still higher. ic 
For he has the sparkling zest, the energy, the boldnéss, 
the assurance, the optimism of the true executive. He is never 
stumped. He ts never morose. He is willing to cast theory 
aside in the face of a contrary fact, to take advice, to try new 
things. And he is big enough and tough-minded enough to 
admit 1t when he has made a mistake, and to reverse himself 
completely when he is convinced that he was wrong. 


Warned the Nation 


H: WAS the first high ofhicial-in Washington to warn the 
American people of the great shortcomings of our national- 
defense preparations. And he braved rebuke and possible 
dismissal to do it. When most of his associates were still in- 
sisting On a cautious, go-slow policy, he sought to shock 
America out of its complacency by paraphrasing Winston 
Churchill's language of “blood, sweat and tears.”’ 

In two bold speeches that startled the Capital, he castigated 
the labor leaders, the politicians, the bustnessmen and the 
people, who refused to get worried about preparing for a 
possible showdown with the dictators. 

Those warnings represented a complete reversal of his 
original feelings. In fact, the story of the rejuvenation of 
OPM, from its original ‘““‘business as usual’’ doctrine to its 
present program of ‘“‘armaments before everything,” is very 
much the story of Bill Batt. 

When Edward R. Stettinius, Jr., brought him into OPM 
in May, 1940, Mr. Batt did not see the immensity of the task. 
Nobody did. So he opposed drastic curtailment of industries 
supplying civilian wants and also excessive expansion of 
defense industnes. He was an advocate of ““business as usual,” 
not for the sake of business but out of consideration of the 
customers, who would be hit by any radical changes.

He has a frank simplicity, almost a 
humility, which begets the same quali- 
ties in all who deal with him. A 
Swedish director of S.K.F. says: “I 
have done business with. him. across 
3,000 miles for years, and trust him to 
the limit. How can you help but trust 
a man who tells you of his mistake 
before you know of it, and when you 
might never learn of it?’’ 

To a reporter who wrote a sym- 
pathetic story, he sent a self-deprecat- 
ing thank-you note. The article, he 
said, reminded him of the woman who 
sat mystified in the pew while the 
minister eulogized her dead husband. 
When she could stand it no longer, 
she whispered to her boy: “‘Son, go up 
and take a peek in that coffin! That 
ain't your pappy the preacher’s talkin’ 
about !”’ 


Tactful Bill Batt 


Orn incident of early OPM days 
illustrates how diplomatically but 
effectively he operates in his human 
relationships. It was not long after 
his arrival at the Capital that he 
realized the Army had greatly under- 
estimated its needs. The military men, 
long used to a Congressional policy 
of slow starvation, did not know how 
much raw material.was needed for the 
manufacture of various weapons. 
Some OPM-ers insisted on rushing 
to the President—to Secretary Stim- 
son—to the newspapers—with word 
of the delinquency. Mr. Batt coun- 
seled caution. He pointed out that 


the Army could not be held respon- 
sible because they were like beggars 
at a feast. Meanwhile, he and the 
equally diplomatic Donald Nelson 
persuaded the War Department to 
modernize many of its purchasing 
and contracting methods. 

It is fitting that Uncle Sam’s Quar- 
termaster in a struggle that will be 
decided in large part by men in over- 
alls in the machine shops of America 
should himself have been a day labor- 
er. He has a practical faith in the 
ancient virtue of hard, honest, plod- 
ding work. 

He was one of the nation’s first in- 
dustrialists to insist that employers 
must recognize the human rights and 
dignity of the workers. He moved 
S.K.F.’s offices from New York to 
the Philadelphia plant, although New 
York offered greater advantages from 
a selling standpoint. He wanted to be 
where he could have face-to-face talks 
with his men about thei problems 
and troubles. 

Not even Bevin, Britain’s Cabinet 
labor member, has paid a more glow- 
ing tribute to the heroism of England's 
workingmen, and the part they should 
play in a postwar society. ‘“The social 
and financial aristocracy that has 
directed the affairs of the British 
Empire for so long has seen its day,” 
Batt said in that exciting New York 
speech. ‘““The British workingmen - 
the wage earners of the lower and 
middle classes—- are the ones who 
have borne the brunt of this war's 


How high. 
Is up? 


pr sometimes come to us and say something like this: “J 
make $40 a week. How much life insurance should I own?” 

We wish we could answer that question. But, frankly, it is a little 
like asking: “How high is up?” or “How/long is a piece of string?” 


The only answer we know is: “It depends.” 


The amount of life insurance a man should own depends on a 
great many things. Each man’s case is a strictly individual problem. 
For example: Is he married? How many children has he? How old 
are his children? Has he other dependents? Does he own a home? 
Is it mortgaged? What is his occupation? What are his other assets? 


An average figure should never be taken as a guide in determin- 
ing the insurance needs of any given individual. For instance, one 
man may find that a certain per cent of his income will buy the kind 
and amount of life insurance that he should own. under his circum- 
stances. His neighbor, on the other hand, may find that this same 
per cent of income provides more than adequate protection. 

That is why the question: “How much life insurance should I 
own?” can be answered intelligently only after a trained, experi- 
enced life insurance agent has made a conscientious study of each 


If a man is not married, he may not require so much protection 
as a man making the same income who is married and has four chil- 
dren. A man who owns a home may want to provide additional in- 
surance to enable his widow to pay off a mortgage. These and a 
great many other considerations make it impossible to lay down 
any one rule or set forth statistics governing how much life insur- 
ance any particular man should own. 
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terror, and in those hands now rests 
the fate of the Empire. It 1s they, not 
the old leaders, who cry out: “This 
war will bloody well be fought to a 
finish. . .. And they are in the saddle. 
When the fighting is over and Britain 
has won, they wil! remain in the sad- 
die.”” 

As a leading figure in numerous 
business organizations, he has preached 
the doctrine that industry must rec- 
»gnize and assume its social responsi- 
bilities. Diuscarding technical lingo, 
he insists that there 1s enough wealth 
and work and happiness for every- 
body, if somebody doesn’t snitch 
more than his share through paying 
low wages, exacting unjustified prices 
9 making swollen profits. 

The fundamental explanation of 
these convictions may be found in 
his own career, which has been an old- 
fashioned American drama since his 
birth at Salem, Indiana, 56 years ago. 
His family was poor. He never had 
his shoes half-soled by a cobbler until 
he left college; he nailed the leather 
m himself. 


He’s a Hord Worker 


His father was employed in the 
Monon Railroad shops, and the son 
followed in his dad’s footsteps. After 
high-schoo] hours and during college 
vacations, young Biull did repair work 
in the roundhouse, and there he mas- 
tered the machinist’s trade. There 
were nights when he was so weary 
that he fell asleep on the front porch 
while courting the future Mrs. Batt. 

At Purdue University he was a star 
student, despite outside work and a 
daily six-mile hike from farm to 
campus and hack. For three years he 
won the highest scholastic honors in 
the engineering school. The class 
magazine said that “his capacity for 
work is unlimited, and his willingness 
to help others has gained him an 
enviable reputation.” 

Upon graduation he remained at 
Purdue as research assistant to an 
illustrious engineering professor. But 
when his hero shifted to Illinois Uni- 
versity, young Batt got a job with a 
Philadelphia firm. When that com- 
pany and severa! others merged with 
S.K.F., be was made vice-president 
and general manager. He was no lily- 
fingered boss. He did the research on 
and gpstalled the first ball bearings 
ever used om a trai, and they are 
still in use twenty years afterward 
In 1922, only 15 years off the campus 
and 37 years old, he became president. 

He had fallen in love with Ruby 
Burroughs, a beautiful, bright-eyed 
giri, while still m grammar school. 


Today, although small and slender, 


Mrs. Batt mothers her big, black- 
haired, red-faced husband as if he 
were still a boy. She bought and in- 
stalled tea things in his OPM office — 
a safeguard against fatigue resulting 
from overwork, light lunches and late 
dinners. 


His Sons Help 


Faienps classify the Batt family as 
a “splendid institution.”’ He is inordi- 
nately proud of his two sons — 25- 
year-old Bill and 21-year-old Bob. 
The older, whose six feet, six inches 
require him to carry his own divan 
with him wherever he moves, was 
graduated from Harvard several years 
ago. He immediately entered the De- 
partment of Commerce, starting at 
the bottom in the National Income 
Section. He is now on Mr. Harriman’s 
staff in London, but his ambition is 
to write or enter politics. (The father 
himself pleads guilty to a faint ambi- 
tion to sit in the Senate some day.) 
Bob helps at his father’s office, and 
has abandoned plans for a career 
during the emergency. 

Mr. Batt has other reasons for 
being a family man. Although he 
works from 8 A.M. to 8 P.M., with 
numerous night conferences, he man- 
ages to fly to Philadelphia frequently 
for a look-see at S.K.F. And on those 
trips he always tries to pay a quick 
visit to his estate at Wyncote, 12 
mules outside the city, where the chil- 
dren of his three married daughters 
greet him at the station with shrill 
cnes of “Bumpy?” 

He no longer has time to carve fur- 
niture for their bedrooms, as he did 
for his own youngsters, but sometimes 
he steals a Sunday to fly their kites. 

One reason he wants to lick Hitler 
in a hurry is so that he can have more 
hours to play with the kids — and 
“to tinker with old clocks.”’ 

The End 
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‘We have to do this defense job, yes,’’ he said. ‘‘But the 
best defense is a happy people and a sound economic system.” 

Then, following the collapse of France, as he saw the pitiful 
meagerness of our aid to the democracies, Batt’s ideas began 
to swing around. He realized that defense industries must be 
given the green light. ‘““You can’t stop a fleet of tanks with 
a row of electric iceboxes!’’ argued Mr. Batt. 

A little more than a year ago there was a hitherto unpubli- 
cized conference of thoughtful, frightened members of OPM. 
The hour had arrived, they agreed, to jar the people out of 
their lethargy, to awaken the nation to the need for greater 
sacrifice. Batt was picked for the job. 

He turned it down cold — at first. Then, suddenly, he 
changed his mind. Without warning, he hopped a plane for 
New York, and delivered an address to the American Society 
of Mechanical Engineers, of which he is a past president. 

‘Too many leaders of American enterprise,’” he warned in 
that memorable speech, “‘are still thinking of their individual 
competitive positions instead of gearing their capacities to the 
united effort of a whole industry. Too many labor leaders are 
still engrossed with organizational rivalries. Too many tax- 
payers are complacently viewing the cost of this program as 
something that somehow will be met without any personal 


inconvenience. ”” 
Batt Gets Action 


Tus daring speech had a profound effect at the Capital 
and elsewhere. William S. Knudsen invited him to lunch 
next day, but not in the clubby OPM dining room where they 
usually ate. They taxied to a distant hotel. In soft but chiding 
tones the motor magnate suggested over the soup that it 
might not be discreet to voice such fears. 

But even as Knudsen shush-shushed, Navy Secretary 
Frank Knox slapped Batt on the back and whooped: “That 
was a swell speech, Bill! Hit ‘em again soon!’’ Army and Navy 
bigwigs and Cabinet members, whose lips were sealed, re- 
joiced that one man had the “guts’”’ to go out and blow the 
lid off. 

The long winter dragged along without perceptible im- 
provement, while Panzer divisions overran Greece and Ger- 
man parachutists conquered Crete. Mr. Batt “hit "em again’”’ 
on May 15, 1941. He went on. the radio and warned that 
‘if we are to make good our promises to the defenders of 
democracy’ we must act instead of talk. 

It was after this second blast that President Roosevelt 
sent Harry Hopkins to London to observe the war picture 
and prospects. When the Lend-Lease Administrator returned 
and begged the President to “‘go the limit,’’ Mr. Roosevelt 
likewise decided that the day of “business as usual” had 
passed. He reorganized OPM. Mr. Batt was rewarded, first 
by being sent on the Harriman Mission to Moscow with the 
temporary rank of Minister Plenipotentiary and Extraordi- 
nary — and then with the promotion to the job of Director 
of Materials of OPM. of 

A large part of Batt’s success is due to his innate cheerful- 
ness and informality. His business — the Swedish-owned 
S.K.F. Industries, Inc. — is one of the world’s largest manu- 
facturers of the ball bearings that make our automobiles and 
our trains run more smoothly. And Batt’s calm, cheery nature 
has served as a sort of super ball bearing at OPM during
